OIL PAINT 


LINSEED AND LINSEED OIL IN THE 
WEST DURING THE CROP YEAR. 
Elsewhere we publish comparative 

statistical tables showing the total 

movement, inspections in and range 

of prices of flaxseed at Chicago for a 

series of crop years, i. e., from 1886-7 

to 1891-2, the year just closed. While 

the results of such comparison can- 
not be said to be particularly sur- 
prising, they are certainly full of in- 
terest. They show the total receipts 
at that center of distribution to have 
reached during the past twelve 
months the enormous figure of 

12,357,825 bushels, the largest in the 

history of the flax-growing industry 

of the country. Next in volume comes 
last year—1890-1—with a record of 

7,228,602 bushels, while the year of 

lightest receipts was 1889-90, with 

3,785,687 bushels, or less than one- 

third of those for the past year. 

Shipments have not been in pre- 

cisely the sameratio. While this year, 

leads with 10,643,245 bushels, and 
last year follows with shipments of 

7,648,070 bushels, the smallest out- 

ward movement from the West oc- 

curred in 1888-9, when it was but 

3,326,140 bushels. The heaviest re- 

ceipts for any single month during 

the six years were those of November, 
1891—2,689,477 bushels; the smallest, 
those of June, 1888—31,821 bushels. 

The greatest shipments from Chic 

ago for any month were 2,641,657 

bushels in October last,while in June, 

1889, they were but 20,931 bushels. 
The table relative to inspections in 

shows, relatively, about the same 

course of events, 5,498 cars were re- 
ported by the inspector as having ar- 
rived in Chicago during November, 

1891, of which 5,078 cars were graded 

as No. 1, which figures furnish a 

striking contrast to the forty-five 

cars (eighteen of them of lower 

grades) inspected during June, 1888, 

The total inspections in for the past 

twelve months have been 26,479 cars, 

a number absolutely without prece- 

dent, the next highest figures (those 

of 1890-91) being 16,532 cars, while the 

smallest are recorded for 1888-89— 

6,890 cars. 

Prices for the year have ranged 
low—from eighty-nine cents in Sept- 
ember, to $1.09 in August. Thehigh- 
est price reached during these six 
years was in January, 1889, whfen seed 
touched $1.64, the lowest in Septem- 
ber last—eighty-ninecents. The last- 
mentioned year was that of the widest 
range; No. 1 opening at $1.09 in July, 
1888 (the lowest quotation for that 
crop year), and steadily advancing 
until January, 1889, from which date 
it gradually declined until, in June 
following, it reached $1 46. Flaxseed 
sold at ninety and one-half cents in 
January, 1887, but the highest point 
for that season was touched in June, 
when No. 1 sold at $1.22. 

It is worthy of remark that the 
fluctuations in linseed oil during the 
year cannot be said to have corre- 
sponded with the general course of 
the seed market. After a decline from 
fifty-five cents in November, 1890, to 
fifty-four cents in April, and forty- 
three cents in June of the same year, 
linseed oil opened twelve months age 
at about forty cents; ranged during 
August between thirty-five and thirty- 
eight cents; ruled at about thirty- 
eight cents during September ;dropped 
to thirty-three cents in October and 
to thirty-two cents in January, 1892, 
this being the lowest quotation for 
several years. At this point a 
gradual recovery began, oil appreciat- 
ing to thirty-seven cents in March, 
thirty-eight cents in April, thirty-nine 
cents in May, and forty-one cents in 
June. 

Advices to the Reporter from the 
flax-growing districts—both north- 
west and southwest—relate the crop 
prospects for the coming year present 
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about the usual contrarity. A pre- 
ponderance of testimony, however, 
points to some reduction in the acre- 
age sown, with sectional variations in 
the probable prospects as to the yield. 
There is a fear expresscd in more 
than one quarter that excessive wet 
is liable to send the plant to stalk 
rather than toflower. Meanwhile, the 
presence of nearly 3,000,000 bushels of 
seed in the public elevators of Chi- 
cago affords reasonable guaranty as 
to the adequacy of the supply.

STATISTICAL POSITION OF GAMBIER. 


The downward tendency which has 
characterized the gambier market for 
some time past seemg to have been 
checked. The change in the situa- 
tion is the result entirely of an im- 
proved demand. Consumers who for 
many weeks have been buying from 
hand to mouth, are increasing the 
size of their purchases indicating that 
they have a much better outlet for 
their products than they have enjoyed 
since early in the year. 

There is, however, little in the stat- 
istical position of gambier to warrant 
the expectation of an early improve- 
ment in market values. It is true 
that the visible supply is somewhat 
smaller than it was a month ago, but 
there is plenty of stock in the prim- 
ary markets. Such improvement as 
has occurred lately is confined to the 
prices of stock on the spot und near- 
by. The price for future shipments 
does not go above four cents, and 
from present indications there is no 
probability that it will, The following 
table, for which we are indebted to 
Messrs. Frank Leonori & Co., gives 
a clear idea of what this market will 
have to depend upon during the next 
four months:

THE PETROLEUM FIELDS IN JUNE. 


The report of the field operations 
during the month of June, while mak- 
ing a somewhat bearish showing, 
nevertheless contains features which 
cannot be regarded otherwise than 
favorable to those whose interests 
cause them to desire higher prices for 
the crude product. The daily report 
of the scouts gave reason to look for 
a bearish report and it was not 
thought probable that there would he 
features which whuld tend to nullify 
the effect of an increase in produc- 
tion, the report, therefore, fell flat on 
the market, The increase in new pro- 
duction has been entirely due to de- 
velopments in the new fields in the 
Southwost district, the new Sisters- 
ville field being credited with the bulk 
of the increase, McDonald having 
merely sustained its previous produc- 
tion. The decrease in the number of 
completed wells was somewhat of a 
surprise, as was also the decrease 
shown in the number of rigs in course 
of construction, the opinion having 
been very generally entertained that 
as the conditions were more favorable 
to the prosecution’ of field work the 
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number of new rigs would be in- 
creased. The continued low price of 
the crude has been a discouraging 
feature and this has doubtless been 
the cause of the restriction in drilling 
operations, although the result of de- 
velopment work during June must 
have proven profitable, the average 
production of the June wells having 
been higher than that of any month 
since last January. Activity in field 
work, however, is confined to the new 
fields where profitable results seem 
assured, the older fields showing only 
asmallamount, doubtless made neces- 
sary to retain leases, 

The number of wells compleated in 
the Pennsylvania fields during June 
was 161, which is a decrease of twenty- 
two, the greatest percentages of de- 
crease being in Butler and Armstrong 
counties. The total daily production 
of these wells at the close of the month 
was 9,578 barrels, showing anincrease 
of 1,783 barrels. This gives an aver- 
age production per well of nearly 
fifty-nine and one half barrels, there 
having been only thirty-one failures 
to find oil against forty-six in May, 
The number of wells drilling at the 
close of June was 254, which is an in- 
crease of twenty, while the number of 
rigs in course of erection was eighty- 
nine, a decrease of eighteen, making 
the increase of new work, as compared 
with the close of May, two wells. As 
the condition of the roads has been 
favorable to the prosecution of field 
work this increase is insignificant. 

The report of operations in the Ohio 
fields makes an entirely different ex- 
hibit. The number of wells completed 
during June was 123, which is an in- 
crease of thirty. The number of dry 
holes reported was eighteen, an in- 
crease of eight. The total daily pro- 
duction of these wells at the close of 
the month was 8,385 barrels, which 
shows an increase of 3,628 barrels over 
the May wells. The average daily 
production of the June wells was a 
little over sixty-eight barrels, being 
an increase of about seventeen bar- 
rels. The advance in the price has 
doubtless tended to stimulate drilling 
operations in Ohio and the July re- 
port may be expected to show a still 


further increase.

A BRIEF REVIEW OF THE GLASS 
TRADE, 

With the shutting down of the 
American window glass factories on 
the last day of June closes one of 
the most unsatisfactory seasons this 
branch of industry has been through 
since the year of the great strike. 
From the start to the finish the man- 
ufacturers have met with obstacles, 
and it is safe to say that none of them 
made any money during the last fire. 
There was plenty of glass made and 
the consumption fell little, if any, be- 
low the average, but prices were asa 
rule so low that it was next to impose 
sible for the average manufacturer to 
make a profit. It was all the result of 
sharp competition. An attempt was 
made early in the season to put the 
market on a profitable footing. A 
combination was formed and those 
who were parties to it agreed 
to maintain prices under the 
pain of forfeiting a considerable 
sum of money for each infraction of 
the rules governing sales, The 
scheme was not successful because 
there were many manufacturers who 
would not come into the agreement. 
When members of the association 
were brought into competition with 
the latter, cutting of prices inevitably 
resulted, and the practice once begun 
soon spread throughout the tradeand 
in ashort time the articles of agree- 
ment became practically a dead let- 
ter. So that while the association 
continued to have a nominal exist- 
ence, it exerts no influence what 
ever. Then, too, the jobbers were 
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dissatisfied with the way they had 
been treated by the manufacturers. 
They had been induced to stock up 
heavily in anticipation of an im- 
provement in prices to follow the 
combination. When they found that 
the manufacturers failed to keep their 
pledges and were even competing 
with them for the smaller trade, they 
became resentful. They cut prices 
right and left, giving even the small- 
est buyers the advantages which they, 
aslarge buyers, were able to obtain 
from the manufacturers. The result 
was a thoroughly demoralized mar- 
ket, in which there has been no im- 
provement up to the present time. 

While the fires are out during the 
summer months an opportunity may 
be offered for the working off of su- 
perfluous stocks so that when the fall 
season begins the market will be in 
vhape for an advance. The stock 
while heavy is largely comprised of 
undesirable quality and sizes; in fact 
it is claimed by those who are in a po- 
sition to know, that really desirable 
stock is scarce in all markets. 

It is rather early yet to offer any 
predictions concerning the future but 
at present the outlook does not seem 
to be particular inviting. Many new 
factories are projected, none of the 
old ones contemplate going out of 
blust permanently, and the indications 
are therefore that the production will 
be largely increased during the next 
fire. True the natural increase of 
consumption incident to the growth 
of population and wealth in the coun- 
try would probably necessitate some 
increase in the output, but if all the 
preparations for the enlargement of 
old plants and the addition of new 
ones are carried out, there will 
be much more glass carried over 
at the end of the next fire 
than there is now in_ stock. 
It is said that the manufactur- 
ers contemplate making an early start 
in the fall, but if there is any truth 
in the rumors which reach us their 
plans may be interfered with. The 
workers’ convéntion which begins to- 
day will have before it many matters 
affecting the future welfare of the 
trade. It is not believed that the 
workers will demand an increase of 
wages, but it is intimated that they 
will insist upon certain changes in 
the manufacturers’ method of treat- 
ing with the employes that will seri- 
ously embarrass the former, and it is 
further intimated that if their de- 
mands are not acceded to it may re- 
sult in a condition of affairs analogous 
to that at present existing at Home- 
stead, Pa. How much truth there 
may be in these rumors can only be 
conjectured, but we are not disposed 
to attach much weight to them. Of 
late years the workers have shown a 
disposition to promote their own in- 
terests by looking after those of their 
employers and they have made no 
sign recently that they were dissatis- 
fled with the manner in which they 
are treated by the manulacturers. 
Therefore, strikes or lockouts do not 
appear to be among the possible evils 
the glass trade will have to face next 
season.

A STIFF CANARY SEED MARKET. 


In ourissue of May 2d we published 
an editorial on the advance in price 
of canary seed, which had occurred 
shortly before that time. In the 
course of the article we mentioned 
the fact that not only were the spot 
supplies of Smyrna seed seant, but 
that the new crop would, as far as 
could be judged, be an unusually 
smallone. The latest advices from 
Smyrna tend to confirm this state- 
ment. At present the new crop, 
which will not be forthcoming before 
October or November, is approxi- 
mated at 35,000 bags, or about one. 
half as large as the crop of 1891. This, 
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taken in connection with the fact that 
stocks in Great Britian are reported 
to be lighter than for many years, 
and that supplies in the local market 
(if we except what is held on Chicago 
account, and which is not offering) 
are very moderate, ought to have the 
effect of further advancing prices, 
which at present are very firm. Indeed, 
since last writing editorially on the 
subject, prices have gone up consider- 
ably, and the more sanguine among 
the dealers anticipate four and a half 
to five cents as the basis of the mar- 
ket, though the majority are in- 
clined to doubt the _ probability 
of so great an advance. In any case 
the market # considered strong 
and healthy, and although the prices 
are not abnormally high, they consti- 
tute a sufficient contrast to those rul- 
ing during the past five years or so to 
make it profitable to handle the ar- 
ticle. 

As for Sicily seed, that too has ful- 
filled our predictions and decidedly 
higher prices are now being paid for 
itthan could possibly have been ob- 
tained two months ago. There is, 
however, little movement in Sicily 
seed as compared with Smyrna; but 
the prices are firm, for the supplies 
here are light, and none is expected 
to come forward before the new crop 
is harvested. That, too, promises to 
be lighter than usual, as it is reported 
that, as compared with last year, a 
very small acreage has been planted. 
If this proves true it is reasonable to 
look for higher prices, or at least a 
firm continuance of those at present 
ruling.

J. J. Allen’s sons, of Phila- 
delphia, who are now making the 
major portion of all the phosphorus 
consumed in the United States, thus 
transferring another considerable in- 
dustry to this country. 


Dr. Karl Schindler Barnay, of 
Vienna, has brought suit against 
Richard A. Hudnut and the Hudnut 
Pharmacy, this city. He alleges that 
the pharmacists have been selling an 
imitation of certain anti-adipose pills 
manufactured and patented by him. 
The doctor claims $100,000 damages, 
and prays for an injunction against in- 
fringement. The doctor further al- 
leges that not content with selling an 
imitation of his pills the druggists 
complained of have copied the cir- 
culars and advertisements used by 
him. He also alleges that not oniy 
his income but his name and reputa- 
tion have suffered by the infringe- 
ment. 

Dr. Peter T. Austen, F.C. S., the 
Work’s chemist,has just put in a water 
purifying plant for a large manufac- 
turing concern on Long Island. The 
water contains nearly 150 grains of 
total solids to the gallon, a large por- 
tion of which was chloride ofgmagnesi- 
um, and scaled the boilers, corroded 
the pumps and caused general havoc, 
The water after being troated by the 
Austen process, contains no apprecia- 
ble amount of lime or magnetia, does 
not sca'e the boilers and is admirably 
adapted for manufacturing. Dr. Aus- 
ten’s successful solution of this very 
difficult technical problem is bringing 
him numerous letters of inquiry from 
manufacturers who are suffering from 
bad water.

PETROLEUM NOTES. 

The British tank steamship Lumen 
stranded at Malta while bound from 
Savona to Barrow, but was floated 
somewhat damaged. 


Two new tank oil steamships are 
ready for delivery for the North At- 
lantic trade. These vessels have the 
latest appliances for safety and speed. 


The schooner Mary V. Duncan cap- 
sized during a squall a week ago in 
Black Walnut cove, mouth of the 
Great Choptank river. She was at 
anchor without sails set and loaded 
with empty petroleum barrels from 
Baltimore for Norfolk. 


The Danish steamship Christine, 
engaged in the bulk. oil carrying 
trade with Denmark, arrived at Phil- 
adelphia last week from Copenhagen 
with three of her propeller blades 
broken. Itis supposed she struck a 
floating derelict in mid-ocean. 


The yheeag A Astral sailed last 
Friday from Philadelphia for Bergen 
with a cargo of 1,004,619 gallons of re- 
fined petroleum, the first cargo of 


; bulk petroleum that has been shipped 


from the United States to Scandina- 
vian ports. She} also took on acon- 
signment of stave, bungs and heads. 


The Eureka Pipe Line company is 
laying another four-inch line from 
Sistersville to Middle Island creek, 
and a six-inch line from Middle Island 
creek to Wick, on the trunk line, The 
telegraph line will also be strung from 
Sistersville to Wick. In addition to 
the extra faciiities the pipe line com- 
pany is erecting two 35,000 bbl tanks 
on the bottoms below town. 

A workman named Armstrong, en- 
gaged in helping pack the Morehead 

Yo. 2o0f the Wheeling Gas company, 
on Saturday, went too near the boiler 
with his oil-saturated clothes and 
caught fire. The garments were al- 
most entirely burnt from the body 


he died in terrible agony on Sunday. 
The remains were interred at Venice. 


The Murex, the first of a fleet of 
steamers that is being built for the 
transport of petroleum in bulk 
through the Suez canal, has been 
launched at West Hartlepool. The 
Murex is a vessel of Lloyd’s highest 
class, and is built on the three-deck 
rule, with long poop and topgallant 
forecastle. Forward of the boiler 
room there are nine strong transverse 
bulkheads, and there is also a very 
strong fore and after bulkhead from 
the keel to the main deck, forming 10 
separate oil tanks. 

The petroleum exports of Philadel- 
phia for the first half of the present 
year show a gratifyingincrease. The 
total amount shipped was 2,104,362 
barrels, against 1,705,467 barrels for 
the same period last year, a gain of 
393,895 barrels,or 234 per cent. Phil- 
adelphia’s percentage of the total oil 
exports of the country was 36°63 
aguinst 34°59 per cent in 1891, 25°82 in 
1890, and 26°50 in 1889. New York 
per centage has in the same years de- 
creased from 72°03 in 1889, 71°92 in 
1890, and 63°85 in 1891 to 61°15 the pres- 
ent year. 

Hiram Secouton and James Lawson 
were interested in adjoining oil leases 
in the Findlay O., field upon which 
operating wells were located. Last 
woek Lawson missed one of his tools 
from the derrick, and went to Scouton 
and accused him of having taken it. 
The accusation led to warm words, 
and Scouton finally got tired of Law- 
son’s abuse and gave him a sound 
drubbing. Lawson went to Findlay 
and bought a revolver, and returning 
shot Scouton through the heart. The 
victim fell without a word and ceath 
resulted ina very short time. The 
murderer took a neighboring wood. 


There will be a meeting of the om- 
bryotic Oil Trade Association on 
Wednesday, July 13th, in the direct- 
ors’ room of the Produce Exchange. 
A committee will be appointed to col- 
lect the dues, and after that business 
is disposed of the election of officers 
will be in order. Before the date of 
our next issue, the Oil Trade Associa- 
tion will have started upon its career 
as a completely organized associa- 
tion. Those members of the vege- 
table, animal and mineral oil trades 
who may not receive official notifica- 
tion of the meeting are invited to be 
present. 

The British consul at Chefoo, China, 
reports that the imports of kerosene 
Olt show an increase, which is the 
more wonderful when we remember 
that this district produces a vast 
quantity of bean oil, which can be 
used as an illuminant. Bean oil, 
however, cannot compete with kero- 
sene, either in cheapness or in light- 
ing power. ‘The authorities at Chefoo 
seem not to have the same objections 
to kerosene on uccount of its danger- 
ous qualities as they have in some 
other parts. Of the 1,300,000 gallons 
of American kerosene imported, 300,- 
000 gallons came direct from New 
York in a sailing ship.

The N. W. D. A. Meeting. 

The kKntertainment Committee of 
the National Wholesale Druggists’ 
Association met recently at Montreal 
for the purpose of arranging the pre- 
liminaries of the N. W. D. A. Conven- 
tion, to be held next autumn. The 
Natertainment Committee for 1892 ig 
as follows: Charles Lyman, Chair- 
man; Thomas P. Cook, Frank 8S. Hub- 
bard, Albert E. Richardson and James 
H. Richardson. 

The committee fixed the date of the 
Eighth Annual Convention for Mon 








day, September 19th, the first session 
to be held at 8 o’clock on the evening 
of that day. An earlier date was sug- 
ested and was duly considered by 
the committee, but September 19th 
was finally chosen, and several excel- 
lent reasons for the choice were set 
forth by the committee. The first 
reason advanced in support of the 
date chosen is that the transportation 
lines and the hotels are so largely 
patronized by tourists prior to the 
15th of September that traveling is 
attended by no little discomfort. 
Moreover, the attractions of Montreal 
and the other points which are 
to be visited in the course of enter- 
tainment which the committee is able 
to provide, or to which a visit is con- 
templated in the arrangements made 
by the Committee on Routes and Rates 
are greater at the time selected than 
at almost any other period of the year. 
These circumstances combine to con- 
firm the belief that the meeting could 
not have been better timed for the 
comfort of those who attend and it is 
~— for their convenience as well. 
he programme as arranged pro- 
vides for six business sessions of such 
length as will afford ample time for 
the transaction of the business of the 
convention, the opening session be- 
ing, as we have already stated. fixed 
for Monday evening, September 19, 
at 8 o’clock, and the closing session 
for the following Thursday afternoon. 

The features of the entertainment 
will include the President’s reception 
to be followed by a promenade concert, 
an excursion on the river and through 
Lachine Rapids, which venture prom- 
ises to furnish plenty of excitement; a 
drive about the city and up Mt. Royal: 
an orchestral and vocal concert, and 
on Thursday evening the banquet. 
The River excnrsion haus been kindly 
tendered by the wholesale trade of 
Montreal, who are making every ex- 
ertion to insure the comfort and pleas- 
ure of the members of the Association 
and those who accompany them 
throughout the meetin;z. 

The Windsor Hotel, which has been 

hosen as_ the place of meet- 
ing has ample accomodations for all 
of those in attendance at the Conven- 
tion and is unsurpassed in all its ap- 
pointments by any hotel on the con- 
tinent. The management has tendered 
the full use of one excellent meeting 
room and of such other rooms as may 
be needed for committees and has in 
fact, placed the house to the fullest 
possible extent at the service of the 
Association. The rates for delegates 
to the Convention will range from 
$3 50 to $5 per day, according, to the 
location of the room. 

It is earnestly hoped that all the 
members of the N. W. D. A. wills» 
arrange their engagements as to ena- 
ble them to be present at the Conven- 
tion en masse. Also the hope is ex- 

pressed that the ladies will be out in 
ull force, and that their number will 
far exceed the attendance of the fairer 
sex at the last Convention. 

The Committee on Passenger Rates 
and Routes, of which Mr. Brent Good 
is chairman,has not yet secured rates 
to the convention, beyond the usual 
concession of one and a third fares 
for the round trip for delegates going 
and returning by thesame line.

A Swindler Abroad. 


The Smith, Kline & French Oo., 
Philadelphia, informs us that a man 
giving the name of F. E. Davis has 
been in that city victimizing the 
wholesale druggists. He represents 
himself as a traveling salesman for 
John H. Woodbury, of New York, 
and presents checks signed J. Wood- 
bury, on the Fifth Avenue Bank of 
this city, which he has succeeded 
in getting cashed in several in- 
stances by the wholesale druggists of 
Philadelphia. When the checks were 
presented to the bank for payment it 
was found that there was no such ac- 
count, the scheme heing a swindle. 
The man is described as being about 
40 or 45 years of age, with light hair 
and mustache, and weighing from 
160 to 175 pounds. He is said to bea 
quick and glib talker.

Manufacture of Alcohol. 


A Wall street. broker who is sup- 
posed to be well posted on such mat- 
ters, said to a reporter last week, that 
tnere was truth in a report which had 
obtained circulation that certain per- 
sons intended to develop a great in- 
dustry—the manufacture of alcohol 
from Cuban and PortoRican molasses 
—in the United States. He added: 
‘**A large plant for distillation is being 

ut in readiness at Biissvill, L. I. 

he owners of the establishment mean 
to take advantage of the free admis- 
sion of molasses. They believe they 
can produce the spirit much cheaper 
than heretofore.” 

The broker’s attention was directed 
to the following statement, which had 
appeared in the New York correspon- 
dence of a Philadelphia paper : 

The Sugar Trust people not being 
satisfied with the present profits, or 
rather seeking investment for their 
large returns, have been incorporat- 
ing acompany to manufacture alco- 
hol out of refuse sugar. This news 
has occasioned some comment, for it 
has been the opinion that the Trust 
had about as much and as compli- 
cated a business as it cared for, and 
moreover that its profits were pretty 
fairly distributed among those who 
control it. These men are investing 
on their own account. For instance, 
Mr. Theodore Havemeyer is putting 
up one of the largest office buildin 
in America, which will cost nearly 
$1,500,000, and which has required 
some very remarkable engineering 
work to erect, and so to do it as to 
preserve the structure of the elevated 
railroad, a section of which flanks it. 
Henry Havemeyer is also investing 
largely in real estate, and is giving a 
good deal of money to public bene- 
factions, having only recently en- 
dowed a public high school in Green- 
wich, Conn., where his summer home 
is, his contribution for that purpose 
being$150,0v0. 

After a moment’s reflection the 
broker said he did not believe that the 
men who control the sugar refineries 
intended to go into the alcohol busi- 
ness on such a large scale as that in- 
dicated. 

The correspondent of the Pnhiladel- 
phia paper wrote: 

‘**As soon as the reciprocity treaty 
was negotiated, followingas it did the 
repeal of the duties on sugar, certain 
capitalists here believed that the time 
had come for developing a new indus- 
try. With free molasses it was be- 
lieved to be possible to manufacture 
alcohol or high spirits and put it upon 
the market at a very greatly reduced 
rate. The confidence of these men 
was so great that they have put their 
money into an enterprise of this sort, 
and on the first of July a corporation 
took possession of an immense plant 
which has just been finished in the 
outskirts of the city of Brooklyn. 
This corporation expects to manufac- 
ture alcohol principally for the arts 
and scientific purposes, and to do it 
upon so large a scale that its taxes to 
the Government are likely to be more 
than $10,000 a day.”’ 

There was a further statement by 
the correspondent to the effect that 
six tank snips were chartered to bring 
molasses to this port for the new alco- 
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Recent Treasury Decisions, 


In the matter of the protest uf E. L. 
C. Schulz against the decision of the

The importer claims that it should 
have been admitted free under para- 
graphs 473 and 511, as being an acid 
used solely for manufacturing pur- 
poses. 

It appears that the two elements of 
this compound would be separately 
dutiable, viz., the lampblack under 

aragraph 62 at 25 per cent and the 
bisulphite of lime under paragraph 76 
as a chemical salt. The rate of duty 
would be the same which ever is the 
component material of chief value, 
viz., 25 per centum ad valorem. 

The claim of the importer that the 
article is entitled to free admission as 
an acid upon our findings of fact can 
not be sustained and the protest is 
overruled. 

In the matter of the protest of 
Messrs. Norton Bros. against the de- 
cision of the Collector of Customs at 
New York, as to the rate and amount 
of duties charge on certain chloride 
of zinc—chemical compound—im- 

orted per Wells City, Jan. 23, 1892, 
fhe fotlowing is the opinion of gene- 
ral appraiser Lunt. 

We find 

(1) That the protestants, 
Norton Bros., imported into the port 
of New York per steamer Wells City, 
Jan. 23, 1892, certain merchandise 
which was assessed for duty as a 
chemical compound or chemicai salt, 
a the provisions of paragraph 76, 

vs 

(2) That said merchandise consisted 
of a strong aqueous solution of chlo- 
ride of zinc, and the mixture in its 
condition as imported was a chemical 
salt not an acid and is used for chem- 
ical or manufacturing purposes, also 
as a germalide. 

The importers claim that the same 
is free from duty under paragraph 
473, N. T. 

Upon our findings of fact, we hold 
that duty was properly levied and the 
protest is overruled.

Brunswick as a Nayal Store Center. 


In speaking of the exporrs from 


the port of Brunswick, Ga., during 
the month of June, the Times of that 
city says: 

he exports from the port of Bruns- 
wick for the past month have greatly 
increased over the exports of the two 
preceding months. 

Of the nine vessels cleared six were 
loaded with naval stores, the balance 
with phosphate, lumber and general 
cargoes. Tosay that the naval store 
shipments have increased recently is 
only a slight way in which to convey 
the fact. 

The shipments of rosin in May 
amounted to 9,086 barrels, valued at 
$24,640, against 10,456 barrels, valued 
at $23,010 for June. The shipments 
of spirits turpentine amounted to 
3,740 casks, valued at $58,172, in May, 
and in June it amounted to 10,647 
casks, valued at $133,527, or an in- 
crease of $75,355. 

This is phenomenal and is a fact, 
and goes to show that Brunswick is 
fast climbing up as a naval store cen- 
ter, and will soon be recognized as the 
greatest port for the shipment of this 
material in the world. 

The prospects for July are very flat- 
tering, and the month opens with not 
only a goodly number of vessels in 

ort, but with nearly a dozen very 

arge vessels due to load immense 
cargoes of lumber and naval stores. 

The phosphate shipments are loom- 
ing up, and a big business is looked 
for in that line.

Business Outlook in the South. 

As the condition of trade affairs in 
the south are of very great interest to 
many of the readers of the Reporter. 
particularly those who are manufac- 
turers and who have in the past en- 
ne Se a large trade in that section, the 
ollowing condensation of reports 
made by agents of R. G. Duno & Co., 
in Mississippiand Louisiana will prove 
of special interest : 

Taken as a whole, the present con- 
dition of trade in Louisiana and in 
Mississippi shows a great falling off 
from that of former years. Credit is 
universally restricted to the neces- 
saries of life, not only on account of 
the reluctance of merchants to grant 
it, but because the people realize that 
only by che practice of the strictest 
economy can they hope to place them- 
selves in a solvent condition. In the 
cotton country this condition of affairs 
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has been brought about by the very 
low price obtained for cotton last 
season, and in most of the sugar 
country by overflows and the dread of 
what might be the result if the high 
water continued. 

In the cotton country, not only has 
credit been heavily cut down, but in 
nearly every county and parish the 
cotton acreage has been reduced, 
ranging from 10 per cent. to 50 per 
cent in some instances, The land is 
not, however, left idle, but corn, oats, 
grasses and garden produce have been 
cultivated, the farmers fully realizing 
that they can no longer afford to buy 
these things when they can so easily 
raise their own supplies. 

The sugar bounty is universally con- 
sidered to be a blessing, but the re- 
ports reveal that improvements have 
been greatly retarded by the fear that 
the the continual agitation in Congress 
might result in the withdrawal of the 
bounty. 

There is a very noticeable decrease 
in the use of commercial fertilizers 
throughout the whole territory, this 
on the score of economy only. 

The lumber industry shows a won- 
derful growth and plenty of room for 
more capital to aid in its develop- 
ment, 

Throughout the two States the value 
of real estate has been increased, and 
it is gratifying to note in so many 
localities that improvements are con- 
stantly being made in the quality of 
material used for business houses and 
homes, and in the styie of architec- 
ture. 

In spite of the present rather gloomy 
state of affairs it is most important 
and essential to note that almostevery 
one expects to see an era of prosperity 
introduced very soon. The reason, 
and very properly, that the distress of 
the present season has been an object 
lesson on the evils of a losse credit 
system ; 7 are now trying what 
economy will do, and are purchasing 
only on the basis of their ability to 
pay; they are experimenting to see 
what difference it will make at the 
close of the season between buying 
and raising their own food and forage 
for their stock,

The Business Situation. 


The'close of the fiscal year brings 
with it some encouraging reflections, 
mixed, however, with some uncertain- 
ties. In foreign trade the year has 
been one of surpassing activity. The 
aggregate of exports and imports cer- 
tainly exceeds by more than 100 mil- 
lions the volume of foreign trade in 
any previous year. For while the of- 
ficial statements for the month of 
June have not yet been made, the 
New York returns alone show so great 
an increase in exports that the aggre- 
gate for the year can hardly be less 
than 1,027 millions, and may rise 
higher by two or three millions. There 
is also a large increase in imports at 
New York in June, indicating an ag- 
gregate for the year of about 833 mil- 
lions. Thus the total of exporis and 
imports for the fiscal year is tolerably 
certain to exceed 1,860 millions, while 
in 1891 it was 1,729 millions, in 1890 
1,647 millions, and in no other year 
was it more than about 1,545 millions. 

It would be foolish to infer that this 
highwater mark, touched for the first 
time in 1892 under extraordinary cir- 
cumstances, is now to be repeated in 
successive years. Prior to 1890 the 
highest aggregate was nine years ago, 
in 1883. After every such extraordi- 
nary advance foreign trade appears to 
fall back, and take a rest, so to speak. 
The wonderful foreign demand for 
American breadstuffs will not be re- 
peated this year, unless there should 
occur an almost impossible disaster to 
crops in many countries. The unsur- 
passed foreign demand for cotton dur- 
ing the past year could not be an- 
swered from the probable crop of 1892, 
if itshould be repeated, and there is 
no prospect that, with foreign stocks 
far exceeding any precedent, that de- 
mand will be repeated. But in some 
respects the increase of the past year 
is likely to be permanent, particularly 
in meat products, on account of re- 
moval of restrictions by many foreign 
countries, which removai took effect 
only during the latter part of the fiscal 
year, and also in the minor exports, 
of which the increase has been re- 
markably satisfactory. 

It has been an extraordinary year 
for flucuations in prices. Early inthe 
fiscal year, the reported loss of crops 
in Europe caused a remarkable and 
not very sensible advance in bread- 
stuffs here. After this broke down, 
prices were usually depressed during 
the rest of the year. 

The Government entered upen the 
fiscal year with a gold reserve of 
g) 17,667,723, which was considered un- 
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comfortably small, and there were 
many who then predicted that the 
Treasury might during the year be 
seriously embarrassed by the gerat 
shrinkage of revenue expected to re- 
sult from the new laws, and by the 
unprecedented appropriations which 
had been made by Congress of 1890- 
91. But it was again made clear that 
appropriations and actual expendi- 
tures are not necessarily the same, 
and an increase in imports which few 
had expected swelled the Customs 
revenue beyond official or other esti- 
mates. On the whole the Treasury 
gets through the fiscal year without 
poof material depletion of its available 
gold balance from that which was re- 
ported when the year began, for the 
net gold held June 30, was $114,342,366, 
but it holds for more silver, and has 
far more notes outstanding which are 
by officeal declaration of the Secre- 
tary made practically redeemable in 
gold coin. 

Foreign interference with the finan- 
cial affairs of this country has been of 
some importance during the past 
fiscal year. A little more than a 
year ago the unusual Russian de- 
mand for gold drew more than 
$75,000,000 of that metal from this 
country. But this year there has 
been no. similar foreign drain, 
although the amount of gold exported 
during the month of June may have 
been $17,000,000 or more. Whether 
this movement was caused by finan- 
cial arrangements in Austro-Hun- 
gary or otherwise does not much mat- 
ter. The vast liquidation of indebt- 
edness abroad, which was in pro- 
gress little more than a year ago, has 
been so far completed that it no 
longer draws heavily upon this coun- 
try. Yet there has been much with- 
drawal of foreign capital from the 
United States, and it has been repeat- 
edly shown that the amount has prob 
ably exceeded $100,000,000. It is de- 
serving of close attention that this 
country is compelled, so long as a 
large part of its capital is furnished 
by foreign nations, to meet their ne- 
cessities by taking back its own se- 
curities. 

The Senate vote on the silver bill 
will not tend to promote confidence, 
in spite of the fact that this demon- 
stration amounts to little; for the 
measure could not pass the House, 
and would certainly incur the presi- 
dential veto. Another souree of dis- 
couragement is the tone of feeling in 
business circles. Competition and 
low prices still keep many lines of 
business in unsatisfactory shape, and 
there is an absence of that hopeful ex- 
pectancy which usually precedes an 
active season. The sober view of 
things, however, has its advantages 
in ——- excesses; and if nature 
only consents to treat us with ordi- 
nary lavishness in the coming har- 
vest there is no reason to expect oth- 
erwise than that the latter half of the 
year will — more satisfactory, 
upon the whole, than the first half. 
Political agitation will, of course, act 
detrimentally ; but the moral disturb- 
ance from this cause usually exceeds 
the actual.—Commercial Bulletin,

Late Reports from the Petroleum Field. 


The southwest brought forth noth- 
ing that had the least tendency to bet- 
ter the situation of two days ago. The 
St- Clair & Co. well on the Kirk 
was drilled deeper and a second pay 
found in the bottom of the sand. This, 
with the oil from the first pay, ran the 
production to bbls an hour, but later 
it has declined to 5 bbls an hour. 

The Guffey, Gailey & Co.’s well on 
the Shane farm was drilled throug 
the fifth sand, which was of an infer- 
ior quality and contained no oil. The 
well will be abandoned as there is not 
enough oil found in the Gordon sand 
to pay to operate it. 

The Belmont Oil company’s well on 
the Morgan six acres is but little bet- 
ter than a dry hole, and it is a ques 
tion whether it will ever pay out. 

The Forest Oil company’s No. 2 Mc- 
Ewen, located in the same part of the 
field, will not be good for more than 
80 bbls a day. Their No. 1 on the same 
farm is on top of the Gordon and fish- 
ing tor a string of tools. In the Me- 
Curdy end of the field their No. 5 on 
the EK. Wright, after being delayed 
more than a week, is near the fifth 
sand, 

On Tom’s run a mile and a half 
south of Gregg station and about the 
same distance east of the Meise pool, 
Greenlee and Forst are building a rig 
for a rank wildcat on the E. M. Nes- 
bitfarm. There is not much of a de- 
sire in any part of the field to look for 
an extension in any direction. The 
well just mentioned is the only one 
starting that can pro erly be classed 
as a wildcat, The Forest Oil Com- 


pany’s light well on the Gregg would 
preclude the idea of its being favor- 
ably located for a well, yet this field 
has been so productive of surprises 
that there is a possibility of discover- 
ing a cross belt as in the case of the 
Meise Gordon sand pool and the fifth 
sand pool at Noblestown. 

At Noblestown the Greenlee & Forst 
No. 3 Marshall & Chalfant was drilled 
through the fifth sand and was dry in 
that formation. They gave it a shot 
inthe Gordon and will have a fair 
producer from that level. In the 
west their No. 1 on the Noble heirs, 
adjoining the Walker, has been cased 
with the second string. 

The Oakdale Oil Co.’s No. 1 on the 
Robb is in the Gordon and is astrong 
gasser in that sand. 

The Cutler well, near the depot at 
Oakdale, has been tubed and started 
to pumping, but is not making much 
of a show for a paying producer. 

The as of the field fell off 
1,500 bbls. since Sunday morning, and 
registers 20,000 flat. It has beena 
long time getting down to this mark, 
and would seem that it must continue 
in its downward course since the 
Meise pool has flattened out so com- 
pletely. 

The Sistersville field has taken 
quite atumble in the estimation of op 
erators who have recently returned 
from the ffeld. The only favorable 
quarter in the field now seems to be 
the southwest on a 22-degree line. 
This theory is borne out by the John- 
son well on the Wells. The Brenne- 
man & Co. on the Thistle, the Mercer 
& McClurg and Patty on the Wells, 
and the still later development of 
Johnson & Dewell on the Thomas 
Moore farm, a mile and a half further 
southwest on the same line. The 
-_ named well is reported showing 
oil. 

Down the river from Sistersville, 
Dewitt’s ventuie on the Well’s island 
is dry, and discourages further pros- 
pecting down the course of the river. 
A mile north and east of this well, the 
Kanawha Oil Comphny hascompleted 
its well on the E. D. Johnson farm 
and have developed a failure as to an 
oil producer. The well has a strong 
gas pressure and the gas will be 
utilized in the field. 

J. Duffey and others are getting 
out timbers and will drill a well on 
Tow Head island, below town, 
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Petroleum Fields Report for June. 


The report of operations in the pe- 
troleum field during June, made by 
the Derrick’s scouts, is interesting, 
and we make the following extracts : 

The story of the figures for June is 
very similar to those that have been 
recorded for many preceding months, 
Fewer wells have been drilled, but 
there is an increase in the new pro- 
duction and the new fields of the 
southwest are the responsible factors 
in the general results. McDonald 
finds a companion at Sistersville, in 
Ohio and est Virginia, and the ir- 
repressible operator cpoeceey has 
enough terrritory in sight to keep him 
busy for a long time to come. The 

roducer in the northeast hangs on to 
1is little wells, and hopes and prays 
for a changed condition of affairs, 
that will admit of his drilling a five 
barrel well, with some probability of 
a fair return on his investment. ut 
the possessor of any sort of territory 
in the southwest continues to urge 
the drill and every fresh strike of 
more than ordinary proportions, in- 
cites him to renewed efforts. The 
facts of consumption and production, 
possess no interest for him, and so 
long as he can find a location for a 
new well, he is bound to secure the 
capital necessary for its completion. 
But a sudden change in the condition 
of things is by no means improbable, 
and the experience of the past, should 
lead to hopes of better times in the 
future. 

A noteworthy feature of the June 
report is the decline in rig building. 
This is more than counterbalanced by 
the increase in drilling wells, but fewer 
new rigs are the first indications of a 
prospective letting up, on the part of 
the oil producer, and are always con- 
strued to mean a lack of favorable 
locations for the operators of the drill. 

Quiet and stagnation rule in the 
upper fields, where the sight of a dril- 
ling well has become exceedingly rare. 
Everything is quiet in the Bradford 
field, and but three strings of tools 
are at work in Alleghany. North and 
northeast of the Butler and Armstrong 
sections but 20 productive wells were 
finished in June, and their united out- 
put was but 70 bbls, while 16 
wells in Butler yielded 610, and 
95 wells in the southwest pro- 
duced 8,898 barrels. The dis- 
proportionateness of these figures ig 





a striking commentary on the present 
drift of the petroleum developments. 
Taking Butler county and the south- 
western regions as a whole, there are 
110 well with a yield of 9,508 barrels, 
or an average of over 86 barrels each, 
leaving 20 wells for the upper field, 
with 70 barrels of new production and 
an averoge output of but 3% barrels 
each. A very similar state of things 
exists in reference to the new work 
under way, but it is hardly necessary 
to formulate anew the axiom, that the 
greatest amount of activity is always 
coincident with the territory produc- 
ing the largest wells. 

McDonald, during June maintained 
the lead she has so persistently held 
since coming into prominence as an 
oil district. Her daily production as 
revealed by the — and pipe line 
runs has continued at very nearly 
constant figures, and it is still one of 
the most remarkable features of the 
times. In the month just closed there 
were 58 productive wells and five dry 
holes completed at McDonald. The 
new production was 4,966 barrels or 
an average of 85% barrels to the well. 
The figures for May were almost iden- 
tical, there having been 58 wells, six 
dusters with a new production of 4,958 
barrels. Thisis only a difference of 
eight barrels and has no appreciable 
effect in the averages. The 64 new 
wells in April averaged a little more 
than 65 barrels each, while those of 
March were good for 118 barrels and 
those of February for 101 barrels 
apiece. 

McDonald contributed about 56 per 
cent. of the entire amount of pew 

roduction for June, her 58 wells be- 
ng credited with 4,966 of the 9,578 
barrels of crude supplied by the new 
wells. The proportion of this wonder- 
ful field was over 63 per cent. for May 
and April, and for March 82 per cent. 

In new work McDonald supplies 12 
rigs and 81 wells drilling, a decrease 
of 18 from the figures at the close of 
May. There were in this field on the 
last day of April, 94 drilling wells and 
23 rigs. On March 31, the field con- 
tained 29 rigs and 112 drilling wells 
and on February 29, 32 rigs and 116 
wells drilling. n May 31 the record 
showed 16 rigs and 95 drilling wells 
After McDonald, Sistersville ranks 
second in importance. It has de- 
veloped several surprises during the 
— month and materially enlarged 
ts prospective area. The wells are 

huge producers of salt water, but 
there is likewise a plentiful supply of 
oleaginous fluid, and already a large 
number of oil men have been attract- 
ed to the region. Twenty-one wells 
were added to the producing list at 
Sistersviile during the month just 
closed; the tolal yield of the new 
wells was 3,270 bbls, or an average of 
156 barrels to the well. The May wells 
were 10 in number and the production 
745 barrels. For the last day of June, 
Sisterville records 19 rigs and 33 drill- 
ing wells as compared with 10 rigs and 
18 wells drilling on the last day of May. 
Aside from McDonald and Sistersville, 
the other divisions of the southwest 
showed the following results in June: 
Murdocksville, 3 wells completed, in- 
ose. 1 dry, production 20 bbls.; 
Brush Creek, 4 wells completed. 2 of 
them dry, production 75 bbls; West 
view, 2 completed and dry; Mt 
Morris, 5 wells completed, 1 of 
them dry, production 285 bbls; Mon- 
tour, 2 wells completed, 1 dry, 
production 5 bbls; Wildwood, 2 
wells completed, production 27 bbls; 
Crafton, 1 wellcompleted, production, 
25 bbls; Mannington, 1 well com- 
pleted, output 2u0 bbls. In southeast- 
ern Ohio, of the seven wells drilled, 4 
were dry and 1 was a gasser; the new 
production isestimated at 25 bbls. 

Butler and Armstrong completed 
twenty-four wells in June and nine of 
them were non-productive; the yield 
on the last day of the month is placed 
at 610 barrels. This is a great falling 
off from May, when from 27 produc- 
tive wells there was a yield of 1,230 
barrels of oil. There were 14 dry holes 
discovered in May. For April the 
figures were nearly the same, being 
43 wells completed and 1,023 barrels of 
new crude, while March with 33 new 
wells supplied 1,019 barrels. 

In work ‘under way the figures for 
the past three months have shown re- 
markably similar results. For June 
30 the report showed 14 rigs and 44 
wells drilling; May 31, 18 rigs and 38 
wells drilling; April 30, 13 rigs and 43 
were drilling wells. On March 31, 
there 17 rigs and 60 drilling wells in this 
tield and on February 29, 67 wells 
drilling and 38 rigs. 

The districts of the northeast, in- 
cluding Bradford and Allegany, the 
Middle Field and Venango and 
Charion, completed 25 wells in June 
and 28 in May. In new work there is 
@ small ipcrease in these fields, but 
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nearly everything thatis being done, 
is a case of necessity in order to fulfill 
existing contracts and complete the 
terms upon which the lands are leased. 
Drilling has come to a positive stopin 
the Bradford field, while there are 
evidences of increasing activity in 
various parts of Warren and Forest.

Lima and Pennsylvania Oil in a Steel 
Mill. 


A test of the relative efficiency of 
Lima and Pennsylvania crude oils as 
fuel, recently was made in an eastern 
rail mill, the results of which are 

rinted in the American Manufacturer. 

he test was more than-an experi- 
mental one, for enough of the Penn- 
sylvania oil was provided to cover an 
actual working test of several days, 
the Lima oil being used regularly 
around the works. As will be seen by 
the table which is given below, the 
average consumption of both oils was 
heavier some days than others; this 
is accounted for by the fact that the 
blooms were not furnished as rapidly 
on those days, while, of course, the 
consumption of oil went on just the 
same in order to keep the heating 
furnace up to the required tempera- 
ture. The Archer process for making 
gas from oil was used, that system be- 
ing employed at the works for some 
time. 

The tests tabulated below cover 
periods of 24 hours except the 4th, 
which was a run of 21 hours.

It will be seen that the Pennsylvania 
oil did better work as the test pro- 
gressed, which was owing to the fact 
that the first two or three days they 
allowed more oil to escape than was 
necessary; this was remedied by 
closing the valves more and more 
each day until the proper consump- 
tion was reached. 

The fuel furnished from the Penn- 
svlvania fields seems to have had the 
advantage, as, being lighter, it gassi- 
fied more rapidly and was not liable 
to clog up the pipes with sulphur de- 
posits, etc. 
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The Indiana Petroleum Field. 


A large amount of work will be done 
in the Indiana field this season. The 
operators are anxious to find sume- 
thing important or large enough so 
they can play even. The great draw- 
back to work here is the large amount 
of rain and the roads, This alone has 
been the cause of the quietude. There 
is some talk of the finding of a belt 
northwest from the Updegraft farm 
producers, in section 31, Nottingham 
township. Wells county, but this is 
hardly probable, especially if one 
would go in according to the old doc- 
trine, a 45 degree line, as some devel- 
opments have been made northwest 
on the line from the Undegraft farm. 
The test that was drilled on the Kirk- 
wood farm, situated on the east half 
of the southwest quarter of section 
15. same township, and on a line 
northwest about five miles from 
the Updegraft farm, no good 
and all developments towards the 
north show a big dip toward the 
oil bearing rock. To the northwest 
from the Kirkwood well a dry 
hole on the M. Mann farm, situated 
on the south half of the southwest 
quarter of section 1, Chester town- 
ship, same county, and just east of 
the Ft. Wayne, Cincinnati & Louis- 
ville Railroad. ‘To the south of the 
Mann farm a couple of miles are other 
dry ventures. Such a thing might be 
as the finding of a belt northwest of 
the Updegraft farm,butit would be on 
20 degree line in that direction where 
no tests have been made, In con- 
versation with an oil man who is very 
familiar with the field, said that he is 
of the opinion that a prolific pool will 
be opened up north and a little west 
of Genoa. This may be, but the Ft. 
Wayne wells showed the sand to be 
over 1,400 feet from the surface, which 
alone is no good indication to go to- 
ward the north, There is nothing to 
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tell what is down there below until 
the drill goes after it, and it is two to 
one that the venturers will go broke. 
The prospects for a field is fairly good 
in Randolph County, where the Tren- 
ton rock is found at about the same 
depth as in the great Ohio field. Con- 
siderable leasing has been done in this 
county of late and it is reported that 
some test will be put down thissummer 
the county is located directly south 
of Jay county and on the Indiana- 
Ohio line. Three wells were drilled 
in the vicinity of Winchester, located 
near the center. No. 1, according to 
reports, has the following records ; 
Drift, 147 feet; Niagara limestone, 71 
feet; Hudson river limestone and 
shale, 582 feet; Utica shale, 250 feet, 
making the depth to the Trenton lime- 
stone 1,050 feet. The well was drilled 
90 feet in the sand and showed for 
about 4 bbls aday. At the pepth of 
730 feet, and in the Hudson river lime- 
stone, a small amount of gas was 
found. 

The Trenton limestone in the Indi- 
ana field varies considerably and like 
all other states is very treacherous, 
The Trenton is not exposed at any 
point in the state. The Trenton lies 
immediately above the Potsdam sand- 
stones, and approaches nearest the 
surface at Lawrenceburg, in the ex- 
treme southeastern corner of the state, 
where they are found in well No. 1 at 
a depth of 349 feet, 158 feet above sea 
level. At Brookville, 30 miles north 
of Lawrenceburg, they are 550 feet 
aboue sea level. At Connorsville, 25 
miles north of Brookville. they are 766 
feet below the surface, and 176 feet, 6 
inches above sea level. At Winches- 
ter, 25 miles north of Cambridge City, 
in well No. 3, they are 1,076 feet, 6 
inches below the surface, and 68 feet 
6 inches above sea level. At Ridge- 
ville, eight miles north of Winchester, 
they are 981 feet below the surface and 
only one foot above sea level. At Port- 
land, 11 miles north of Ridgeville, they 
are, in well No. 3, 981 feet, 3 inches 
below the surface at 59 feet, 3 inches 
below sea level. At Decatur, 27 miles 
north of Portland, they are 1,030 feet 
below the surface and 223 feet below 
sea level. At Auburn, 28 miles north 
of Ft. Wayne, they are 1,937 feet below 
the surface and 1,069 feet below sea 
level. At Butler, 11 miles northeast of 
Auburn, they are 2,057 feet below the 
surface and 1,194 feet below sea level. 
This line covers the east side of the 
State from the Kentucky to the Michi- 
gan line, and will give the operators 
a good idea of the lay of the oil bear- 
ing rock.—Oil City Derrick. 
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A New Method of Administering Toxic 


Medicaments. 


The increased knowledge resulting 
from research in the fields of botany, 
chemistry, physiology, pharmacy and 
meteria medica has created a demand 
on the part of the medical profession 
for the essential or active principles 
of drugs in preference to the more 
cumbersome, less detinite pharmaceu- 
tical preparations which custom and 
authority have so long sanctioned. 

Not a few alkaloidal principles of 
drugs have been isolated, and are now 
frequently prescribed. The conserva- 
tive element of the profession have, 
however, in view of the toxicity of cer- 
tain isolated medicinal principals, and 
the acknowledged variety of strength 
and activity of products of this char- 
acter of different manufacture, been 
loath to employ them when indicated. 

The doses sometimes being fractions 
of a thousandth or a hundredth, it is 
not possible for the physician to al- 
ways bear them in mind, and in pre- 
scribing he is often in doubt as to 
what constitutes the proper therapeu- 
tical dose, and what the dangerous 
toxic one. 

Dr. E, Trovette, in a paper read be- 
fore the Paris Academy of Medicine, 
and published in the Revue de Thera- 
peutique, entitled ‘* Duodecimal Doses 
of Toxic Medicaments,” proposes a 
method of obviating the difficulties 
hitherto preventing the general use 
of many valuable medicinal princi- 
ples. ‘The plan he proposes is a new 
method of posology based on the 
rational division into twelve parts of 
the maximum dose which may be 
given to an adult in twenty-four 

ours. 

The advantages claimed for this 
method are, first, accidental poison- 
ing need nolonger befeared. Second, 
dangerous medicaments may from 
the outset be given in efficient dose 
without the least risk.

Brazil Wood Trees and Arrow Root 
Plants of Jamaica. 


Brazil wood, although owing its name 
is usually associated with the coun- 
try of Brazil, grows to quite an extent 
in Jamaica, as well as in other parts 
of tropical America. Brazil wood, as is 
well known, is used to produce reds 
and browns, and decoctions of it are 
very entensively used in printing cal- 
icoes. While Brazil wood is very 
abundant in Brazil, and is an import- 
ant article of export from that coun- 
try, most of the Brazil wood used in 
the United States comes from the 
West Indies. The trove I always saw 
growing in mountainous or rocky lo- 
calities, in dry places. It scarcely 
if ever, grows to be more than twenty- 
five feet high. The leaves are bi- 
pinnate with many smooth, obtuse, 
oblong leaflets, with flowers in pan- 
nicles and.with downy stalks. 
Like logwood and fustic, of which I 
have already written, the heartwood 
alone is valuable. There is another, 
Brazilletto wood, which is found in- 
Jamaica, but it is inferior to Cal- 
salfina-Braziliensis as a dyewood. 
Pernambuco wood is another tree 
of the same species. This tree hasa 
prickly trunk, with prickly pods, and 
the flowers, which are red and yellow, 
possess a delicious perfume. Tho 
sap wood of this tree is extremely 
thick and the heart wood, from which 
the dye is extracted, composes only 
about one-third of the entire diam- 
eter af the trunk. There is good au- 
thority for the statement that Brazil 
wood did not derive its name from the 
country of Brazil, but from the word 
Braxalis, a document much older 
than the discovery of America, In 
this document the sapan wood of 
the East Indies was probably re- 
ferred to, and it is from this tree of 
East Indian origin that Brazil prob- 
ably derives its name. 

The arrow root grown and produced 
in Jamaica is almost, if not quite, 
equal to that of Bermuda. Thearrow 
root starch as we know it here comes 
from the tuberous roots, or more cor- 
rectly, root stalks, of the Maranta 
Arundinacea. The plant grows about 
two feet high, has branching stems, 
ovate-lanceolate hairy leaves, and 
pannicles of white flowers. It bears, 
following the flowers, a globular fruit 
about the size of a currant. The 
roots are often more than a foot long, 
and are about as thick as a man 
finger. They are jointed, almost 
white, and are covered with quite 
large paper-like scales. These roots 
sometimes curve so that the points 
come up out of the earth, and thus 
form new plants. The roots are dug 
up when a year old, washed, carefully 
peeled and reduced to a milky pulp. 
Mills for this purpose are used in 
some places, but in Jamaica the roots 
are usually reduced by beating in 
deep wooden troughs. The pulp is 
then mixed with much water, cleared 
of fiber by means of a sieve of coarse 
cloth or hair, and the starch is al- 
lowed to settle to the bottom. The 
water dissolves and so removes the 
greater part of the albumen and salts, 
while the starch quickly settles down 
as aninsoluble powder. Successive 
washings are employed for further 
purification. The arrow root is finally 
dried in the sun, great care being 
taken to exclude dust and insects. 
The careful peeling of the roots is of 
the greatest importance, as the skin 
contains a resinous matter, which im- 
parts a disagreeable flavor to arrow 
root with which it is allowed to mix.

Sienna Earth. 
(From an Italian correspondent.) 

Sienna earth belongs to the group 
of iron colors, and is known under the 
scientific name of “Ocher.’’ Ocher is 
a generic name given to almost any 
earth that receives its coloring power 
from oxide of iron. 

Sienna is a ferruginous clay of allu- 
vial and voleanic formation. Its chief 
constituent being hydrated oxide of 
iron, to which is also found united 
some silica and a small quantity of 
alumina. 

In its raw state sienna ranges from 
a light yellow to brown. When burnt 
the hydrated oxide of iron turns an- 
hydrous, and then its color ranges 
from a light red to a dark chestnut 
brown. 

Many importers of sienna complain 
of their not being able to get an uni- 
form shade, some firms going so far 
as to assert that they cannot always 
depend upon having two subsequent 
shipments alike. 

From what we have learned we may 
say that the above complaints are 
fully warranted as far as concerns 
most firms that import sienna. 
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To illustrate our assertion, it is 
necessary to inform our readers, that 
most of the sienna mines in Italy are 
owned by a number of people, (a 
single mine being owned by even as 
as forty persons) the —

Lake, near the Nevada line, learning 
which, one William Troup, of Virginia 
City, Nev., began to look about for 


borax. In 1864 location- for salt, use- 
ful in reducing silver ores, were made 
on the marsh near Columbus, Nev., 
and a borate of lime, now well known 
in the trade as ulexite or cotton balls, 
was found there, though it attracted 
little attention then. 

In 1871, however, Mr. Troup, the 
Virginia dity man, found some cot- 
ton balls forty-five miles southeast of 
Ragtown, near Salt Wells. Nev., and 
carrying same of it to Ragtown he 
borrowed a wash boiler of a Mrs. 
Kenyon, put in the borate of lime 
in some water and carbonate of soda, 
boiled the stuff, and when the mix- 
ture had cooled and crystallized out 
he had produced the first borax ever 
made in Nevada. 

At about the same time it appears 
that Troup found cotton balls on the 
marsh at Columbus. Within a year 
small plants had been erected both at 
Columbus and the Salt Wells finds, 
while 1,700 pounds of the cotton balls 
had been shipped from Columbus to a 
firm in San Francisco and there 
worked. None of these deposits, 
however, created any special stir, 
even among those in the borax trade. 
Borax was worth 30 centsa pound by 
the car load, and there was no 
thought of any change of moment in 
the condition of affairs till the dis- 
covery of the Teels Marsh deposit of 
crude borax set all the prospectors on 
the coast wild on the subject and 
started arush that flooded the mar- 
ket until the business was well nigh 
ruined. This find was made by Mr.

From the hilltops I could 
see the gleaming white at Teels 
Marsh, One day f took two choppers 
and visited the marsh and found a 
heavy incrustation, which on _ testing 
seemed rich in borax. It afterward 
appeared that we had chanced to step 
upon the richest portion of the marsh 
at first. 

“We made a preliminary location 
that day and took samples, which the 
day after I carried to an assayer at 
Columbus. They were pronounced 
the richest specimens of borate of 
soda that had been found at_ that 
time. In Columbus I enlisted two 
associates, with one of whom [I laid 
in fresh supplies and started for Teels 
Marsh, reaching there after midnight. 
There I found a friend of the assayer 
on the ground and knew he had been 
sent out to locate borax deposits. He 
had found my men and remained with 
them till I came in. He asked me 
where Teels Marsh was, [ told him I 
knew an alkali flat about twenty miles 
from there, and in the morning I 
would send a man with him who was 
familiar with the country. Next 
morning he left very early accom- 
panied by one of my choppers. They 
were gone three days. It is scarcely 
necessary to say that by the time of 
their return I had the property well 
located. 

‘‘Some days later the assayer himself 

ut in an appearance, and I staked 

im out a good location and put him 
on it, which was pleasing to him, 
though scarcely deserved. 

* Borax lands had heretofore been 
located under the saline laws of the 
State, one locater taking 160 acres, 


Soon after the date of my discovery— 


the fall of 1872—Commissioner Drum- 
mond decided that Borax land should 
be located as placer claims, allowing 
only twenty acres to the individual. 
This made the work of locating more 
difficult and expensive. Besides, 
borax land is usually very spotted, 
varying greatly in richness—thin, 
mixed, and only a smpll portion pro- 
fitable to work. This feature ren- 
dered it necessary to thoroughly pros- 
pect, to make a careful selection and 
to cover as much land that was valu- 
able as possible, to warrant erecting 
a plant for its manufacture. Itis true 
borax was then worth 30 cents a pound 
by the carload, but it soon dropped to 
one-third that, and grain cost $140 a ton 
and hay $60 at Columbus, twenty-five 
miles distant, with no roads fur trans- 
portation to Teels Marsh. Wood and 
labor were both expensive, and the 
product was far from market, with no 
suitable means of conveyance. At 
one time as many as seven locators 
came on the marsh and took forcible 

ossession, standing with guns in 

and behind little monuments they 
had built on the alkali flats. Their 
numbers enabled them to relieve each 
other, and I was outnumbered. I had 
to appeal to the courts for their eject- 
ment. 

“T immediately made arrangements 
through my brother with a Chicago 
company to put up a plant, and the

orax was then little known beyond 
the blacksmiths and druggists, and 
was costly, druggists selling it at 25 
cents per ounce. The total consump- 
tion in the United States we soon 
learned reached only about 600 tons 
per annura. Before we could get an 
into market it fell to 10 cents a pound, 
which was all we realized.”’ F

able in surface color. My prospecting 
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effect controlled the borax market, 
and was the richest and most exten- 
sive of all discoveries. 

The gathering of the crude materials 
from which borax is now made is what 
Californians would call a placer min- 
ing or quartz mining proposition ac- 
cording to the location of thé gather- 
ing. The gathering from the marshes 
is a placer proposition, but in the 
Calico Mountains of San Bernardino 
County there is a regular quartz mine 
of borates. 

In general appearance, that is to 
one not familiar with the details of 
the deposits, these marshes are ex- 
actly alike, There is a bowl of a val- 
ley surrounded by picturesque if bar- 
ren mountains, and at the bottom of 
this bowl is a vast deposit that looks 
like water or salt or dirty snow or 
chalk, according to the conditions of 
the air and the distance of the spec- 
tator. When one walks across the 
marsh he finds it covered for the most 
part with a sandy looking crust, 
through which the feet generally 
break. Below this crust there is 
commonly clay, more or less wet, 
and in pleces water and slime 
of unfordable depth. The marshes 
are beyond doubt the bottoms of 
lakes now dried up; they are in some 
cases real lakes now during the wet 
seasons, though the water is rarely 
more than a foot or so deep. In the 
case of the San Bernardino Company’s 
marsh, West of the Slate Mountains 
in San Bernardino county, California, 
there is a very distinct water mark on 
the mountains on nearly all sides at a 
height of about 600 feet above the 
present surface, while other and 
fainter water lines are seen higher up. 
No other marsh shown such distinct 
water lines at this one, but traces of 
the old lake can be found at allof 
them. There is even a similarity in 
the form of the marshes. They are 
nearly circular, save in Death Valley 
and the Amargosa Valley, but these 
two were originally parts of a huge 
circular lake before the Funeral 
Mountains were thrown up. Because 
of this oval or circular form, and _ be- 
cause of the volcanic character of the 
entire region rouud about each 
marsh, it is supposed that each Jake 
was formed in what had previously 
been the crater of a voleano. More- 
over, they were all the sinks of moun- 
tain streams-—there was no communi- 
cation between them andthe sea, but 
because of changes in the climate and 
in the amount of the rainfall, the lake 
became a marsh. ‘There are a few 
lakes in the region, such as Mono, 
Owens, and Walker’s that have not 
dried up, but these all had streams 
rising in mountains that were snow 
covered every year—in fact the feed- 
ing streams of each of the three men- 
tioned originated in the Sierras. 

My first view of a _ borate was 
at Rhode’s' marsh, Esmeralda 
county, Nevada It was ina form 
known as cotton balls. The scien- 
tific name is ulexite, and it is a 
borate of lime, that is, a compound of 
boracic acid and lime. I saw cotton 
balls as small asa pin head at Teels 
Marsh, and as large as a gvod old- 
fashioned pumpkin in Death Valley. 
They are found imbedded in a tough 
clay as a rule, but down on the grounds 
at Columbus they were ina sandy soil, 
which the workmen ‘sift through a 
screen in order to eliminate the cotton 
balls. When first tuken from the 
earth they are easily broken apart in 
the hand, showing a silky white fibre 
very beautiful to the eye. After ex- 
posure to the air they become so hard 
that they are sometimes ground ina 
mill before being made into a solution. 
On the Columbus marsh this cotton 
ball material is found decomposed 
and mixed with a sandy loam which 
it whitens, so that the workmen read- 
ily shovel away the surroundinug earth 
leaving the beds of valuable material 
exposed. 

At Teels Marsh, Nevada, the chief 
deposit was borate of soda—crude 
borax. It once lay in wide beds sev- 
eral inches thick, white, and to the 
uneducated eye like soda. It had 
some sand in it, deposited there by 
sand storms, but it needed only to be 
boiled up in water and crystallized out 
to be ready for market as the borux of 
commerce, These beds were long ago 
worked off, and then appeared a new 
feature of the borate of soda deposits. 
The borax, as the workmen said, grew 
again. 

Wherever there is a deposit of the 
borate of soda the crust formed on 
the surface continually increases in 
quantity ; it oozes up from below and 
forms a crust over the surface, where 
it mixes with carbonate of soda, found 
on all of these marshes, and common 
salt, which is also found there. At 
the San Bernardino marsh this de- 
posit forms in a much harder crust 


than can be foundon any other marsh. 
The workmen have to use picks in 
breaking it we 

In Death Valley along the marshes 
are wide fields of this crust-like borate 
of soda; but what is more curious is 
the fact that certain clay buttes on the 
east side of the valley, pretty well up 
towards the north end, are also 
covered with the same kind of deposit 
while over in the Amargosa Valley the 
deposits are in similar localities, 
down on the low grounds of the flat 
and up on top of the clay buttes. — 

But the most remarkable deposit of 
borate of soda is at what is called 
Monte Blanco on the south siae of the 
Furnace Creek canon in the Funeral 
Mountains. Not only is this deposit 
far removed from any marsh; it is a 
hill of crude borax surrounded by 
other hills. There is a wedge shaped 
peak a thousand feet high, the oP 
and sides of which are covered wit 
borate of soda in the form of a white 
sandy powder several feet thick. How 
did it get among the mountains? The 
borax sharps say that hill top was 
once part ot a lake bottom. 

There is still another form of crude 
borax called tincal. It is a crystal- 
lized borax. It can be used as it comes 
from the ground in certain arts. It 
could be mixed with lime, for instance, 
in making fireproof cement or mortar 
or as flux in melting or soldering 
metals. The first borax shipped from 
the San Bernardino marsh was in this 
form. Tincal is also found at the 
Rhodes marsh. The deposits of crys- 
tals are in nests and beds, and these 
beds are by no means continuous 
about the old lake beds. At the San 
Bernardino marsh a space of 300 acres 
was found to be full of the deposits, 
and they were toa great extent dug 
out. Then it was discovered, after a 
time, that tincal crystals would grow. 
The men who dug out the crystals had 
to work in an offensive mixture of 
mud and water. In digging them out 
holes were left in the mud, and these 
holes filled with the offensive water. 
One day borax crystallized was fuund 
on a bit of brush in one of these holes. 
So asearch for new-formed crystals 
was instituted, and at the time of my 
visit, a pile containing perhaps 1,500 
tons had been dug out. ' 

Acting on the hint fount in the old 
holes, the superintendent had a great 
vat, perhaps a half acre in extent, 
constructed, and into this vat the 
natural borax solution is run to form 
its crystals. This is an unique feature 
in the production of borax. — 

For a long time after the discovery 
of the borax materials in Nevada and 
San Bernardino county, California, 
the people in the business believed 
that the borate of soda crusts on the 
marshes, the tinal, and the cotton balls 
were the only commercially available 
deposits in nature, and it happened 
that even after the work on the borax 
marsh in Death Valley was begun the 
searchers for other deposits drove, 
when prospecting, over an _ extensive 
ledge of material that really assayed 
higher than the ones they were work- 
ing. Itlayinthe road out of Death 
Valley, was crushed by the wheels of 
buckboards, and was knocked out of 
the path by the prospector because it 
obstructed the way. But this condi- 
tion of affairs did not lastlong. It 
happened that very valuable deposits 
of silver ore had been found in the 
Calico Mountains, and in consequence 
the whole range was pretty soon cov- 
ered over with wildcat claims. A 
very great number of these claims 
were in the control of one man, who 
was then « magnate in the borax bus- 
iness and in other San Francisco 
business matters as well. Among the 
many bright colored strata and ledges 
to be found in these mountains was 
one that was snow white and com- 

osed of an unknown wmeterial. 

ventually, because this rock was 
different from any other, some sam- 
ples were analyzed, and behold, here 
was borax in a form never dreamed 
of. The curious formation was a bo- 
rate of lime which showed in the an- 
alysis more boracic acid than cotton 
balls. It was called colemanite. 

The new material was in a well de- 
fined layer or ledge, and it could be 
mined just as any quartz ore might 
be. It cropped out along the peaks 
and ridges in such a way thatitcould 
be readily traced, and the stretch, 
eventually patented under the mining 
law, Was a mile and five-eighths long. 
The ledge was found to average per- 
haps six feet in thickness, but to at- 
tempt to describe its pitches, angles, 
dips, ete., would prove futile as well 
as uninteresting, 

The deposit, although of very great 
extent, is not without its drawbacks, 
for it is located in the midst of the 
roughest kind of a desert mountain 
range, and the road that was con-

| structed to it has more crooks and 

pitches than a streak of chain light- 
ning. Moreover, all the water for use 
ubout the mine has to be purchased 
of the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad 
Co. at Daggett and hauled to the 
mine. Then another drawback is the 
utter lack of fuel, and in consequence 
of this fact the company who own 
the mine have to ship the crude ma- 
terial as it comes from the mine to 
San Francisco to be manufactured 
into borax, 

It was a deposit of colemanite that 
obstructed the pathway of the search- 
ers for borax in their journey to the 
eastward out of Death Valley. An- 
other and much larger deposit than 
that or the one inthe Calico range is 
found right beside the mountain of 
crude borax at what is called Monte 
Blanco, in a branch of the Furnace 
Creek canon. 

Right beside both the Calico and 
the Funeral mountain deposits of 
colemanite another deposit known as 
pandermite is found, This is a bor- 
ate of lime rich in boracic acid. It 
looks some like marble of fine grain 
and some like unslaked lime. Itis 
found in large quantities, but is not 
worked at present. In fact none of 
the Death Valley region deposits are 
now worked. The long distance over 
which supplies and the product had 
to be hauled, the lack of fuel, and the 
terrific heatof summer combined to 
make the deposits there unprotitable. 
The same may be said of the Amar- 
gosa Valley deposit. These vast 
stores of wealth are now waiting for 
a railroad to bring cheap fuel to 
Death Valley, though the statement 
that the chief want of the hottest spot 
on earth is cheap fuel strikes the av- 
erage reader as a trifle wierd. 


Although, as said, no one knows 
just how the borates were formed, the 
borax sharps make a guess that all of 
them were made in water and mud, 
including the colemanite and the bor- 
ate of soda,and tne pandermite found 
in the Calico and Funeral Mountains, 
This guess involves wonderful but by 
no means incredible’ geological 
changes in the surface of the earth, 
for it supposes that these deposits 
were once at the bottom of lakes, that 
the rains of many years washed down 
various kinds of sediment on top of 
them, that voleanoes spewed molten 
lava over them, and that then came a 
convulsion of nature that ripped open 
the face of the earth, split apart the 
bowls of the lakes, and tossed up 
vast surfaces in breaking waves with 
the spray of sand in cloud, and when 
all had settled down again mountains 
had taken the place of bowls 
and valleys—the great lake that 
once included Death Valley, the 
region of the Funeral Moun- 
tains, and the lower end of the Amar- 
gosa Valley had been divided by the 
upheaval in its midst of the many- 
colored Funeral range. They guess 
that colenanite may have been cotton 
balls once, and that cotton balls were 
changed by pressure, or heat, or both, 
or something else into the new form. 
They guess that if borates are found 
on one side of a marsh and not on the 
other it is because the boracic acid 
formed in a volcanic laboratory found 
a vent to leak up through in that vi- 
cinity and nowhere else. ‘They guess 
the pandermite found in thin streaks 
running in every direction through 
certain rocks in the Funeral Moun- 
tains was worked into them when the 
rocks and the pandermite were ina 
plastic state. On the whole, there is 
probably no better place on earth for 
a professor of geology who wishes to 


illustrate to a class of students the 
known and guessed-at facts in the 
formation of the earth than among 
the deposits of borax and the moun- 
tains round about in the deserts of 
Nevada and California. 

The manufacture of borax from the 
crude materials gathered in the des- 
erts is one of the romances of chem- 
istry. The description of the process 
is a story of fickle affinities, wherein, 
as commonly happens with such affin- 
ities elsewhere, the two fickle ones 
unite in a waste combination, while 
the deserted ones get together to 
=— a respectable and valuable pro- 

uct. 

The crude material that, as told 
elsewhere, is dug out of the Calico 
Mountains in San Bernardino County, 
Cal., as a crystal called colemanite, is 
transported to Alameda, Cal., and 
there is erushed and ground and 
bolted until a powder as fine as wheat 
flour is obtained. It is then mixed 
with powdered Sal soda, and made 
into a solution in an iron boiler, where 
it is mechanically agitated. There- 
upon the heat and the turmoil upset 
the existing affinities completely. 
The carbonic acid in the carbonate of 
soda drops the soda very quickly, and 
jumps at the lime in the borate of 

ime. The lime yields, and the boraic 
acid, being released, straightway takes 
up with the abandoned soda. 

In the new unions the carbonic acid 
and lime unite to form carbonate of 
lime, an insoluble substance that very 
readily precipitates when the agita- 
tion ceases. The boracic acid and 
soda form biborate of soda, and that 
is the chemist’s namefor borax. The 
borax remains in soda and the solu- 
tion is run into tanks, where the borax 
can crystallize out. 

In the tanks, where the solution cools 
and settles, the borax forms in dark- 
colored crystals called precipitates, 
that are pretty good borax, but not 
quite suitable for commerce. 

The impure borax is made into a 
new solution in tanks of hot water, 
and the solution run into vats to re- 
crystallize. The new crystals form 
the borax found on sale in the grocer- 
ies, save only that it is commonly 
sold as a powder; thecrystals have to 
be ground ina mill. For use in the 
arts in is sold in crystals. 

The manufacture of borax from the 
cotton ball borate of lime is chemi- 
cally the same as when colemanite is 
worked, but there is a difference in 
the plants and practical workings. At 
the Columbus, the Teels, and Khodes 
marshes, the cotton balls are gath- 
ered and mixed with carbonote of 
soda, but the boiling is done in open 
vats where the material can be stirred 
by hand. Moreover, there is a large 
amount of sand and clay mized with 
the cotton balls, and this, when the 
transformation is complete, is washed 
out to a tailings heap, which can 
eventually be worked over for the 
borax that remains in the sediment. 

Some works heat their vats by steam 
boilers under which wood is burned. 
There are in addition small outfits 
around the Columbus, the Teels, and 
the Fish Lake marshes where the vats 
are heated by sagebrush fires applied 
directly. It is a question of economy 
in fuel, and that is a very necessary 
question to consider where soft wood 
costs from $10 to $12 a cord. 

The marsh jof the San Bernardino 
produces crude borax and no borate 
oflime. ‘The borax forms in a crust 
of sand and clay over the surface of a 
part of the marsh. It is shovelled 
into windrows and hauled to the 
works, where a solution is made of it

White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 


At this season of the year it is not 
expected that much business will be 
done in paints and colors and for this 
reason the dull condition of the mar- 
ket since our last issue has been no 


disappointment to the manufacturers 
in this line of goods. For the next 
month or two noimprovement in bus- 
iness can be expected and everything 
is looking for a good falltrade. In 
the meantime a steady feeling pre- 
vails and we have no quotable changes 
to make in our prices. Should the 
upward movement in pig lead contin- 
ue, howe er, it would not be surpris- 
ingif the corroders should mark up 
their quotations for white lead as 
there is a very small margin between 
the cost of manufacture and the sell- 
ing prices at present. 

Pig Lead.—The market has been 
tending upward and prices now rest 
on a firm basis, but are still belowa 
parity with St. Louis and Chicago. 
Present indications encourage the be- 
lief that there will be a further ad- 
vance, but as operators are not look- 
ing for much of a rise they are 
not inclined to increase their hold- 
ings. The upward movement is based 
on ascarcity of supplies for prompt 
delivery, butas the larger consumers 
bought quite freely on the recent de- 
cline, they are not in the market at 
present, and for that reason the in- 
centive to a further advance is not 
great. For the balance of the month 
while smelters are busy making de- 
liveries, itis probable that the mar- 
ket will remain firm. Present prices 
are very close to import figures, and 
that, if nothing else, prevents a fur- 
ther rise in the price of domestic 
lead, yet, should the foreign market 
continue to improve, there is good 
reason to believe that the holders of 
domestic lead would take full advan- 
tage of the opportunity. Since we 
last wrote there have been sales of 
about 600 tons at 4 15@4 25e, the mar- 
ket closing with the outside price 
generally asked. The Post Boynton 


Strong Company wire us from 
Chicago as follows: “Since our 
last report the market has _ been, 


very strong and sales will amount to 
some 300 tons at 4 15c. At the close 
the price is unchanged and the inquiry 
is good. 

White Lead.—We have to reporta 
very quiet market. Buyers have been 
supplied for the season and the bulk 
of the business now in progress is 1n 
small jobbing quantities. Some of the 
jobbers are still offering inducements 
to buyers in the shape of conces- 
sions from manufacturers prices 
but asa rule established quotations 
are very well sustained. The corrod- 
ers adhere to their prices, quoting 
6%c for 12 tons or over, 6%c for 
7 to12 tons, 7c for 500 ths to 5 tons, and 
7%c for lots of less than 500 ths. The 
terms on lots of 500 ths or over are 
60 days, or 2%% discount for cash if 
paid within 15 days from date of in- 
voice. To make any of the above 
quantities it is allowable to include 
any assortment of packages of white 
lead, red lead, or litharge, or all of 
these articles.

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Duration of a Recuperative Glass Tank, 


The following appeared in the Ger- 
man technical journal Sprechsaal in 
answer to a question concerning the 
life of glass melting tanks in Germany. 
The first answer is from Richard 
Schneider, engineer, of Dresden. He 
writes: 

A glass melting tank, having a pro- 
duction of 10 tons of glass per day, if 
constructed in accordance with the 
improved modern methods, should 
run two or three years without being 
put out of repairs. Cleaning and small 


repairs around the canals and valves, 
and in the places most acted upon by 
the glass, will be necessary from time 
totime. An entire rebuilding of the 
whole furnace should not, barring ac- 
cidents, be necessary in any case, The 
repairs occurring every two or three 
years, as above, will extend to the* 
upper part of the furnace and the 
down takes, while the lower part of the 
furnace, canals and valves will remain 
practically untouched. Propercare in 
the management of the furnace is, of 
course, understood, 


A second answer comes from the 
manager of an establishment using 
such furnaces. He writes as follows: 

The average life of a tank furnace 
having a production of 10tons of glass 
per duy depend:—first, on the proper 
or improper arragement of the firing 
and recuperators, and secondly, on the 
quality of the materialsemployed and 
the kind of batch melted. After the 
first year the top course of tank wall 
blocks in the meiting chamber must 
be replaced. This will be necessary 
each succeeding year, the repairs ex- 
tending perhaps to the second course 
of blocks as well. After five to eight 
years the cap must be renewed, and 
after 15 years a partial rebuilding of 
the whole plant will be necessary.

A New Trade Mark Law. 


A new trade mark law is contem- 
plated in a bill which the House Com- 
mittee on Patents adopted last Thurs- 
day. The bill places the registration 
of trade marks and labels upon an 
equality, and provides that the same 
method of registration be pursued in 
regard to both. The fee in either case 
is to be $25. The bill applies to trade 
marks and labels used in inter State 
commerce and commerce with the In- 
dian tribes, as well as to foreign com- 
merece. The committee has made a 
special effort to meet the objections 
made by the Supreme Court to the 
constitutionality of the old trade mark 
| law, and believes that it has met these 
objections by plicing the subject 
under the Inter-State Commerce clause 
of the Constitution. The bill repeals 
all existing laws, and is a cem; lete 
codification of the trade mark law. 
Many provisions of the old law are re- 
enacted, and full penalties are pro- 
vided for counterfeiting trade marks 
and for other violations of law.

Chicago Oil Market.

Linseed Oil —While prices remain 
both unchanged and firm, the general 
outlook is more favorable to crushers. 
No sales at less than 41¢ are heard 
of, and it is thought that spect lative 
stocks ure pretty much exhausted. 
Sales, however, are very limited in 
quantity, a circumstance not alto- 
gether consistent with the firmness 
of the market. The light amount of 
business done is to be accounted for 
by the fact that the liberal stocks in 
consumers’ hands have not been 
nearly so rapidly depleted as had 
been anticipated. The steadiness of 
price is largely due to a fixed determ- 
ination on the part of producers to 
sell no futures under any circum- 
stances.

Arrivals 
have been 32 cars in excess of those 
of Jast week, and considerably above 
the average of the past month. The 
official report of inspections in for the 
past six days shows 221 cars of No. 1, 
49 of rejected and 8 of no grade, mak- 
a total of 278 cars, as ugainst 
246 cars last week and 230 the week 
before. During the corresponding 
week of last year there were inspected 
in 126 cars, of which 109 were of con- 
tract grade, 14 of rejected and 3 of no 
grade. The quality of the seed com- 
ing in sh»ws a slight improvement. 
The outward movement has_ been 
rather heavy, being nearly double 
that of the six days preceding. The 
respective figures are 182,995 bushels 
(2,750 billed through) and 94,823. 
That of two weeks ago was 125,015 
bushels. Not so much business has 
been done on ’Change in either cash 
seed or future deliveries, as there was 
last week. No. 1 flax opened at 1 07e, 
which was about last week's closing, 
and steadily, though nct very grad- 
ually, declined from that point, drop- 
ping from 1@2e each day, under 
the influence of free offerings. The 
week’s range for No. 1 cash has been 
$1 03%@1 07, as against 1 02%@1 06% 
lact week and $1024%@103% two 
weeks ago. During the same six 
days of 1891 the range was $1 04@1 06. 
Reported sales on the floor have ag- 
gregated as follows: Of No.1, 116 
cars, 61,000 bushels and 111 bags; of 
rejected 32 cars, and of no grade 6—in 
all about, 268 cars, as against 273 cars 
(27 being of lower grade) last week 
and some 290 cars the week before. 
As prices declined, shippers again re- 
entered the market paying a 
slight premium for seed in cer- 
tain  lozalities. Most of the 
buying, however, was done by car- 
riers, who sold the seed against Sep- 
tember. July delivery opened at last 
week's final quotations, $1 05%, but 
soon fell to $1 02 making the week’s 
range $1 02@1 05%, as against $1 03 

1 05 last week and $1 02@1 03 the wee 
before. Reported sales foot up only 
55,000 bushels as against 101,000 bush- 
els last week, the ** longs”’ having ap- 
parently gathered in their profits at 
that time. September seed continues 
the objective point of speculators. 
Sales have amounted, during the per- 
iod under review, to 419,000 bushels 
at arange of $1 05@1 09, as against 
466,000 bushels last week, when the 
range was $1 05@1 07%. The deliver- 
ies on July contracts on the first of the 
month were about 210,000 bushels, 
and this may have had some effect 
upon values. Only 5,000 bushels of 
July was changed to September, 
the premium paid being 3c. To 
day’s market has exhibited only a 
moderate demand, sale3 of seed ‘‘to 
arrive” constituting the bulk of the 
business done. About $1 03%c ruied 
for No. 1, with sales of lower grades 
at 5@6c lower. In the speculative 
market the opening was strong, but 
1 pond was soon withdrawn, and in- 
difference supervened, the market for 
September closing about %c lower, 
with July inactive and nominally 
about 2c lower than the latter de- 
livery. 


Oil Cake.—Local crushers, cherish- 
ing the confidence engendered by 
light stock, refuse to entertain bids 
for export which will net less than $23 
in Chicago foreign and ocean freights 
remaining in about the same position 
as a week ago. The export inquiry is 

ractically confined to deferred de- 
iverers, and there is more or less 
hesitation about selling these, The 
truth is, there isn’t any phenomenal 
amount of cake here, and what little 
there is.is being partially carried to 
meet contracts previously made. The 
cessation of the water-fall at certain 
points in the West has rendered de- 
livery easier, and in consequence 
domestic sales are steadily, yet surely, 
growing in magnitude. 


Oleo Oil.—The downward course of 
the market still continues. The 
same operative causes are at work— 
free exportations and superabundant 
stocks. The week’s sales are reported 
as but 3,400 tes, or some 1,500 tes less 
than those of last week, while exports 
have reached the enormous figure of 
6,953 tes, as against 6,115 tcs last week 
and about 5,000 the week before that. 
The Rotterdam market opened with 
sales of finest oil at 54 fl, a drop of 
1 fl; another decline, of 2 fl, soon fol- 
lowed, and later one brand of extra 
was offered at 50f1. To add tothe 


existing complication, neutral has 
become demoralized, and is selling at 
48 fl. Good medium makes of oleo 
are bringing 45@48 fl. 

Lard Vil.—Cash Jard has exhibited 
its anticipated advance, being quoted 
to-day 7 024%@7 05c. In consequence, 
extra lard oil has advanced, command- 
ing 58c to-day as against 55c a 
week ago. Ali other grades remain 
practically unchanged, extra No. 1 be- 
ing quotable at 47c, No. lat about 37 
@38e, with No. 2 rather slow of sale 
at 35¢ as the outside. 

Neatsfoot Ovl.—The inquiry is just 
about sufficiently active to absorb the 
output, which is very moderate. No 
fluctuation in prices is possible under 
the existing circumstances, pure be- 
ing held at 44@45c, with a good qual- 
ity of No. 1 salable at 7@8c lower. 

Tallow Oil.—The general inquiry of 
all beef products has been fairly ac- 
tive. Bovh city and country pressed 
are a shade higher, the former being 
quotable at 44%@4%c, with the latter, 
on the average, ¢c lower. Oleo stear- 
ine is decidedly firmer, ruling at about 
7c, Tallow oil, meanwhile, commands 
about 45c, at which price there exists 
about a normal demand. 


Boston Oil Market. 
(Special to the REPORTER.) 

Linseed,—Linseed oil continues 
without material change. but there is 
« good fairdemand. Carload lots at 
depot 41c: but there are some lots on 
this market that are offered at one 
cent less than the forgoing. 

Sperm.—Sperm oil continues in 
good supply and ample arrivals are 
all the time coming in, which, with 
ouly a small demand renders the 
market easv at the current quotations: 
Crude 68 to 70c; natural winter 78 to 
80c; bleached 83 to 85e. 

Menhaden.—It is the current report, 
and so understood on this market, 
that manhaden oil is in targe supply. 
The market is at least inclined to- 
ward business, and is quiet at quota- 
tions. Prime crude 33c; light pressed 
35 to 36c; bleached winter 35 to 36c; 
extra bleached 37 to 38c. These quo- 
tations are for both new and old oil. 

Whale.—There is a small demand 
for whale oil, but as the supply is also 
small the market is steadily held; 
crude, 49¢c; natural winter, 52@53c; 
bleached 55@56c; extra bleached, 
58@59e. 

Cod.—Cod oils are in ample suppl 
and offerings are freely made, wit 
the market ruling easier at: banks 
and straits, 35c; Labrador, 38@40c; 
Newfoundland, 40@42c.

Linseed Ovl.—The steady quotations 
noted recently are being maintained 
and4ic per gallon in car lots is the 
price universally obtained in this 
market. So far as the sentiment of 
the trade is concerned there does not 
seem to be any belief that values will 
undergo a change for the present and 
traffic is proceeding in a regular, uni- 
form course,which the oil men appre- 
ciate. 

Fiaxseed.—The situation has been 
absolutely without any striking fea- 
tures this week, and probably the 
most marked condition has been the 
uniform price at which the product 
has been quoted. The demand has 
been extremely light by comparison 
with former trading, due principally 
to several of the crushers being 
closed down for the season, and 
the absence of any outside in- 
quiry. Holders were seemingly in- 
disposed to hazard sales at the 
low range of prices existing, and 
buyers were conspicuous by the rarity 
of their bids, which in no instance 
rose above 97c per bushel and the 
small transactions that occurred were 
consummated at that figure.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


SATURDAY EVENING, July 9, 1892. 


Notwithstanding that a holiday has 
intervened to interrupt business there 
has been rather more attention given 
to trading, and the actual sales foot 
up somewhat larger, although the 
total for the week has often been ex- 
ceeded in a single hour when trading 
was active. The tradingis principallly 
on orders received by the brokers, 
there being no speculative dealing by 
operators who formerly made the 
bull ring the liveliest place on the 
floor of the exchange. What means 
can be employed to create specula- 
tive interest has frequently been dis- 
cussed and various suggestions made, 
but none of them have been found 
practicable or effective, and many of 
the brokers have turned their atten- 
tion to othersecurities. It is not be- 
lieved, however, that there will be no 
revival of speculative interest, al- 
though such has already been deferred 
longer than had been thought possi- 


ble. The monthly field report 
has been pretty trully discussed, 
and while some unexpected fea- 
tures were found therein the fact 


of a_ considerable increase in 
new production is regarded as of the 
more importance. ‘lhe market, al- 
though ranging a fraction lower, has 
not been affected by the report and 
appears to be influenced from day to 
day by the reports from the scouts 
showing the result of operations 
in individual wells or _ sections. 
The reports have been meager 
the past few days, all interest 
in Pennsylvania being centered 
on the difficulties at Homestead. 
The transactions during the past week 
show a decrease from those of the 
previous week, the sales footing up 
100,000 bbls (100,000 N. 'T’. and 0,000 B.) 
against 241,000 bbls for the preceding 
week. ‘The clearances of the local ex- 
shange amounted to 368,000 bbls, 
against 132,000 bbls during the pre- 


ceding week. ‘The total clearances re- 
ported for the Oil City exchange 
amounted to 704,000 bbls, against

How to Manufacture Liquid Ammonia 
of Really 99°995 Per Cent. 
BY DR. HANS VON STROMBECK, 


If the liquid ammonia of the trade, 
which is generally labelled and adver- 


tised as chemically pure anhydrous 
100 per cent., is allowed to evaporate, 
. yeilow fluid of peculiar pene trating 
or and basic reaction is lettin the 
bottle. This residue was leit by any 
liquid ammonia which I subjected to 
the test, though they had been man- 
ufactured of different raw mater ials 
aud by different processes. But the 
quantities left by different liquid am- 
monias were quite different. It is 
necessary to connect a loug spiral 
cooler with the bottle in which the 
evaporation takes place and to sur- 
round the cooler with a refrigerating 
mixture, as otherwise a large percent- 
age of the yellow fluid is carried away 
by the evaporating ammonia. Some- 
times also white needle-shaped crys- 
tals are left by the evaporating aim- 
monia, which partly are deposited on 
the lower parts of the walls, partly 
swim on or are dissolved in the above 
said fluid. These crystals consist of 
sesquicarbonate or hartshorn salt of 
ammonia (NH,),CO,-}+-NH,HCO,, 

While this sait was present in every 
liquid ammonia analyzed, it did not 
appear in crystalline form every time. 
The basic reaction of the above said 
yellow fluid is due to ammonia ab- 
sorbed by the same. By supersatu- 
ration with dry muriatic acid, and re- 
moving the excess by quicklime, a 
yellow I neutral fluid is obtained. ‘The 
yellow color is due to the presence o 
mineral (lubricant) oil. By distilla-

ter can be separated out at 200 mm. | distillation in fractions at atmospheric 


pressure between 106° and 122° F.,a 
colorless fluid being obtained in the 
receiver, while all the oil remains in 
the still. Besides by hartshorn salt 
of ammonia. by mineral oil and by 
“colorless fluid,’ as I shall call it in 
this paper, the liquid ammonia of the 
trade is contaminated by moisture 
and mineral matter suspended, the 
latter consisting of sand, peroxide of 
iron, etc. The mineral matter of 
sample B contained also sulphide of 
iron.

The reaction for ketones was also 
given by fraction No. 2; traces could 
also be detected in fraction No. 3. 
The ketones present can only be ace- 
tone and methylethylketone. Besides 
also traces of ethers may be present. 

The composition of different color- 
less fluids is slightly different, but if 
any of them or one of its fractions is 
brought into contact with metallic 
sodium, the whole mass at once con- 
geals to a more or less reddish pow- 
der, hydrogen at the same time being 
evolved, according to the equation:

As to the constitution of the sodium 
acetone compound, which is only of 
theoretical interest, I refer to Liebig’s 
Ann, Chem., 1891, 266, 1. 

If we suppose the fractions contain- 
ing two different bodies to consist of 
equal parts of each, and calculate the 
hydrogen which ought to be evolved 
by the decomposition of one part by 
weight of colorless fluid by metallic 
sodium, we find that 0°0179 parts by 
weight of hydrogen ought to be 
evolved. By test I found as average 
of four determinations that one part 
by weight of colorless fluid evolves 
0°0166 parts by weight of bydrogen or 
ninety-three per cent. of the calcu-

Based on the reactions which have 
been given in these three equations, I 
devised a process for the manufacture 
of liquid ammonia which on the aver- 
age contains 96.995 per cent. of am- 
monia, 0°005 per cent. of mineral oil 
and nothing else (U. 8.gPatent 477,089), 
the removal of the oil being impossi- 
ble because of its chemical nature. 
The process is as follows: 

The ammonia gas which has been 
manufactured by one of the usual pro- 
cesses, and which has been already 
freed of the bulk of its moisture, in- 
stead of being directly drawn into the 
compressor, is first led through a ves- 
sel filled with molten metallic sodium. 
Here in this vessel the reactions de- 
scribed in the above three equations 
take place, whereby all contamina- 
tions present are transformed into 
solid nonvolatile bodies and remain 
in this vessel, only ammonia gas and 
the hydrogen evolved escaping out of 
the same. The melting point of me- 
tallic sodium beirg at 204° F., it can 
easily be kept in a molten state by 
return steam which circulates through 
a jacket surrounding the vessel with 
the sodium, The ammonia is better 
led through two such vessels so as to 
make sure that all metallic sodium in 
the first one is exhausted before it is 
filled anew. By suitable connections 
the ammonia can be made to enter 
either vessel first or last. From the 
second vessel the now perfectly pure 
ammonia gas is drawn into the com- 
pressor and tranaformed into liquid 
in the usual way. From this descrip- 
tion it will be seen that the apparatus 
required is of the simplest kind im- 
aginable. 

I first thought to bring the ammonia 
gas into contact with solid metallic 
sodium spread out on trays. But the 
reaction between tie ammonia and 
the metallic sodium only taking place 
as long as the surface of the latter is 
metallic, a somewhat complicated ap- 
paratus would have been required to 
meet thispurpose. Knives and scoops 
would have had to be arranged ina 
drum iu such a manner that the for- 
mer continuously cut the metallic so- 
dium to infinitesimally small pieces, 
while the latter carry them upward 
and drop them after they have reached 
an about perpendicular position, the 
ammonia gas thus having to pass 
through a constant shower of sodinm 
with fresh metallic surfaces. 

The hydrogen evolved is to be re- 
moved, as otherwise the engine work- 
ing the compressor would have to per- 


form useless work by the compression !

If 
heavily charged with hydrogen, it is 
only necessary to shut off by suitably 
arranged cocks the communican be- 
tween the pipe filled with palladium 
and the rest of the plant and to lead 


whereby the palladium-black or gauze 
loses all hydrogen absorbed and is 
ready for use agin. As one volume 
of palladium absords 800 volumes of 
hydrogen I do not think that even for 
a large plant more than one-half pound 
of paladium is required, as in the im- 
mensely finely distributed form in 
which it is used a small mass obtains 
an immensely large surface. 

Now, let us see how much the cost 
caused by this perification process is. 
Let us make this calculation for an 
ammonia which, manufactured in the 
usual way, has the followiug compo- 
sition, viz: 

Ammonia 
Moisture 
Hartshorn salt of ammonia.... 0°030 
Lubricant oil 0°004 
Mineral matter... traces 

Having above stated thatone pound 
of colorless fluid requires 0°38 pound 
of metallic sodium, 0°36 pound of it 18 
here required. One pound of metal- 
lic sodium costing $1 20, the quantity 
required costs forty three cents. The 
metallic sodium required for the re- 
moval of each one hundredth of one 
per cent. of moisture costing 1°6 cents 
and that for the removal of each one 
hundredth of one per cent, of hart- 
shorn salt costing 0'7 cents, the total 
expense for metallic sedium is fifty- 
two cents per 100 pounds of liquid 
ummonia. But 100 pounds of the 
ammonia in question yielding only 
98°976 pounds of chemically pure 
ammonia, there is aloss of 1°024 per 
cent. The price of one pound of 
liquid ammonia being about thirty- 
five cents, this loss is equal to thirty- 
six cents. Or, the total increase of 
the manufacturing cost for 100 pounds 
is eighty-eight cents. But for this 
slight increase of cost we obtain a 
liquid ammonia which containg 99 996 
per cent. of ammonia instead of the 
98'976 per cent. as at present, and 
therefore will easily command a much 
higher market price. 

in this calculation the sodium alco- 
holates resulting by the action of the 
metallic sodium on the colorless fluid 
are considered to be without any com- 
mercial value. But this is not so. 
By addition of water to the sodium 
alcoholates, and distilling with return 
steam the whole quantity of alcohols 
which was present in the raw material 
can be regained, and by introducing 
its market value into the calculation, 
the above stated increase of manufac- 
turing cost will be considerably 
lessened. 

While thus by my new process at a 
slight increase of cost liquidammonia 
of 99'995 per cent. is obtained, the re- 
frigerating power of which, is, of 
course, superior to that of the present 
commercial liquid ammonia and 
thus the liquid ammonia sold as 
‘““s.rictly chemically pure anhydrous 
100 per cent.” really is what is repre- 
sented to be, there is still another 
point worthy of consideration. Every 
one connected with the refrigerating 
business knows of the terrific explos- 
ions which now and then occur in re- 
frigerating plants, and for which 
heretofore no plausible cause could

after being decomposed into hydro- 
carbons, etc., the latter may do so. As 
answer to the question of how under 
the conditions given in a refrigerat- 
ing plant, such a decomposition can 
take place, I would say that this can 
be done by thermo-electricity de- 
veloped by the ammonia condenser. 
The iron return bends being tightened 
to the iron pipes of such a condenser 
by means of tin solder; and, because 
of the current of the ammonia gas or 
liquid ammonia respectively through 
the condenser, the tin solderings on 
one side of the iron pipes being colder 
than the tin solderings on the other 
side of said pipes, and the end of the 
condenser where the liquid ammonia 
leaves the same, being connected by 
pipes with theend where the ammonia 
gas enters the same, alltheconditions 
necessary for the development of 
thermo-electricity are given. The 
electro-motive force thus developed 
is, of course, only very small, but in 
the course of time enough hydrocar- 
bons, etc., may be geuerated, which 
after being brought to explosion, may 
shatter the strongest iron pipe.— 
Journal Franklin Institute. 
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Sketch of the Phosphates of Florida*. 

*Abstract of a paper presented by George 
H, Eldridge, U. 8. Geological Survey, before 
the American Institute of Mining Engineers. 
from the Manufacturers’ Record. 

The existence of phosphate of lime 
within the State of Florida has been 
known for over a decade, but until 
the spring of 1887 the extent and 
value of its deposits,possibly with one 
exception, were unsuspected. In that 
year Col. 'T.S. Moorehead examined 
the gravels of Peace river, and, 
recognizing their importance, estab- 
lished the pebble phosphate industry, 
making his first shipment in May, 
1888, to the Scott Manufacturing Co., 
of Atlanta, Ga. 

A year later the hard rock phos- 
phate was discovered near the pres- 
enttown of Dunnellon, and to this, 
more than any otker cause, is due the 
remarkable development of the pres 
ent great industry in Florida. From 
Dunnelon as a center, prospecting 
rapidly extended in all directions, un- 
til at the present day important mines 
have been opened over a well-defined 
track more than 200 miles long and 
about six miles wide. ‘This tract lies 
parallel with the Gulf coast, at an av- 
erage distance from it of about 
twenty miles, and extends from the 
vicinity of Richland, in Pasco county, 
northward and westward nearly to 
the Apalachicola river. 

The region next attracting atten- 
tion lay to the south of the hard rock 
area, in tne vicinity of Bartow, in 
Polk county. Ths isthe now import- 
ant field of land pebble phosphate 
and was prospected in 1890. 

At the present day phosphates of 
one description or another have been 
recognized from the Apalachicola 
river east and south to nearly fifty 
miles south of the Cualoosahatchie 
river. In all these districts mining is 
conducted on a large scale, and ship- 
ments constitute a heavy item of 
freight on the various railroads. Not 
only is the raw material consumed in 
large quantities in the United State., 
but heavy shipments are made to 

various ports in Europe. 
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The geological formations of Flor- 


cene, Pliocene, post Pliocene and re- 
cent periods. The rocks of the Eo- 
cene formation are chiefly white, 
gray or yellowish limestones of por- 
ous, rotten or marly texture and 
highly fossiliferous. Their permea- 
bility to water renders them soft and 
eusily subject to disintegration, al- 
though exposed surfaces become 
hardened through atmospheric agen- 
cies. Along the median portion of 
the Eocene area, with a north and 
south trend, lie the heavy deposits of 
hard rock plivsphates. 

The Miocene formation embraces 
two clearly defined and broad divis- 
ions—an older and a younger. The 
former only is invulved in the geology 
of the phosphates. Like the Eocene, 
it is essentially a limestone forma- 
tion, but with the difference that it is 
distinctly bedded and comprises 
rocks of a more compact nature, of 
greater hardness and less subject to 
disintegration. The individual strata, 
about four or five feet thick, are fre- 
quently separated by softer zones of 
upproximately the same material, but 
more porous and often marly in ap- 
pearance. The Miocene phosphate 
urea is confined to the northern and 
western part of the state. The form- 
ation directly overlies the Eocene, 
and at several localities in northern 
Florida is itself overluin by the red 
sands and clays of the Lafayette se- 
ries. 

The several distinct phases of the 
Pliocene formation exhibited in 
southern Florida include marls, clays 
and limestones and a unique phos- 
phate deposit locally known as pebble 
rock, The latter possesses special in- 
terest as being directly the source of 
a most important class of phosphate. 

Florida contains four distinct and 
widely different classes of commercial 
phosphate, each having a peculiar 
genesis, a peculiar form of deposit 
and chemical and physical properties 
that readily distinguish it from any 
of the others. According to their 
mode of occurrence or some predom- 
inant characteristic these classes have 
come to be known a3 “hard rock” 
phosphate, “soft”? phosphate, “land 
pebbie”’ or “matrix rock’’ and “river 
pebble.”? Except the soft phosphate 
they underlie distinct regions, buta 
slight commingling of the material of 
One class with that of another is fre- 
quently observed. 

HARD ROCK PHOSPHATE. 


The type of this class may be re- 
garded as a hard, massive, close- 
textured, homogeneous, light gray 
phosphate, showing irregular cavities, 
usually lined with mammillary incrus- 
tations of phosphate of lime. The 
general appearance is that of a lime- 
stone deposited by precipitazion from 
thermal springs. After the deposition 
of this material upon the sides and 
floors of cavities, the waters have re- 
ceded and the material has dried aud 
hardened to rock consistency. The 
contents of phosphoric anhydride (P, 
O,) in the type rock run slightly above 
or below 36.65 per cent. 

SOFT PHOSPHATES. 


The name ‘soft phosphate’ has 


been arbitrarily given 


rock, including the material resulting 
trom disintegration of hard rock and 
also the highly phosphatic elays and 
sunds. There are several grades of 
soft phosphate, the purest of which is 
the homogeneous product of altera- 
tion from hard rock. The quality of 


to anything | 
phosphatic that is not distinctly hard | 
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the cther grades varies with the 
amount of sand and clay accompany- 
ing them. The wide distribution of 
this and the only partly successful 
attempts to work it into commercial 
phosphates, forms one of the most 
serious problems of the economic 
working of hard rock deposits. 

The phosphoric anhydride (P, 0O,) 
rarely averages 22°90 per cent, of the 
muss. 

LAND PEBBLE PHOSHHATE. 

The pebbles constituting this class 
vary in size and shape but are nomin- 
ally of uniform texture, color and 
composition. They ore white with a 
smooth exterior, but become dark 
gray when subjected to percolation or 
stream water. They range in size 
from a minute grain to that of an 
English walnut. The phosphoric 
anhydride (P, O,) averages about 32°06 
per eent. 

RIVER PEBBLE PHOSPHATE. 

The designation ‘river pebble” is 
based on the usual manner of occur- 
ance of this class of phesphate. The 
type is found not only in the rivers of 
to-day, but also in ancient channels, 
coastal sands and hummock lands. 
Along the Peace river it occurs in bars 
in the present and ancient channel, 
into which it has been washed from 
the bordering beds of marl ard clay 
and the land pebble deposits which 
underlie the water shed. The pebbles 
are blue, black or gray outside, gray- 
ish or yellow brown inside and range 
up to an ineh in diameter. The peb- 
bles of Black creek, which enters the 
St. John’s below Jacksonville, resem 
ble those of Peace river, but are lighter 
in color. 

The Peace river pebbles average in 
phosphoric anhydride (P, O,) avout 
58°40 per cent; the Black creek, 20°61 
per cent. 


ORIGIN OF THE PHOSPHATES. 


The origin of phosphate of lime in 
sedimentary rocks is unknown, Its 
presence in sea-water, its broad dis- 
tribution in both plant and animal 
life, its occurence in rocks of all ages, 
and its special presence in Cretaceous 
and Tertiary limestones are facts long 
recognized. Its occurence in recent 
times ia the form of leached and solu- 
ble guanos and the phosphatization of 
underlying strata have also been noted. 
Its presence in sea-water is well estal- 
lished, and Southern waters, swamps 
and lands gives evidence of the pres- 
encein them of abundant life, secreting 
phosphate of lime and afterward re- 
turning it to the beds on which this 
life rests. 

THE HARD ROCK AND SOFT 
PHOSPHATE. 

The development of these deposits 
is divisable into three periods: First, 
that in which the primary rock was 
formed; second, that of secondary 
deposition in the cavities of the 
primary rock; third, that in which 
the deposits thus formed were broken 
up and the rssulting fragments and 
comminuted material were redeposit 
ed as they now occur. 

The first of these stages probably 
began notlater than the close of the 
older Miocene, and within the Lkocene 
area it may have begun much earlier. 


GENESIS OF 


Whether the primary phosphate re- | 
sulted from a heavy deposit of soluble | 


guano or from the concentration of 
phosphate of lime, already widely and 


uniformly distributed, or from both, | 


is a difficult question. In any event, 
the evidence indicates the effect of 
the percolation of surface waters, 
highly charged with carbonic and 
earth acids, and thus enabled to carry

down into the mass of limestone dis- 
solved phosphate of lime to be rede- 
posited underconditions favorable to 
its separation. 

The thickness of the zone of phos- 
phatization in the Eoceno area is un- 
known, butit is doubtful if it was 
over twenty feet. In the Miocene 
area the depth has been proved from 
the phosphates in situ to have been 
between six and twelve feet. 

Of the deposits of secondary origin 
in the interstices of the primary rock 
itis evident that many were due to 
actual sedimentation. It is possible 
that others, particularly the homo- 
geneous white variety, may have 
been due to precipitation from water 
still percolating the phosphate first 
formed. 

The deposits of phosphates thus 
formed in the Eocene and Miocene 
times of the Florida peninsula were 
remarkably free from iron and alum 





ina in comparison with many of those 
in the west Indies. The original per- 
centage may have been somewhat re- 
duced in the process of rock formation, 
but at no time could there have been 
so much as found, for instance, in the 
Navassa rocks. 

The third period in the genesis of the 
hard rock deposits includes the de- 
struction of the original beds and 
piltog up the boulders as found to day. 

‘his may have occurred during the 
last submergence of the peninsula, 
when the limestone underlying the 
phosphatic zone was dissolved or 
broken away and the overlying beds 
would be broken, washed and rolled 
into rounded tragmeuts and their in- 
terstices filled with sand, clay and the 
soft phosphate naturally held in sus- 
pension in the waters. 

GENESIS OF THE LAND PEBBLE PHOSPHATE, 

The resemblance in texture, color 
and general appearance which the 
pebbles of this deposit occasionally 
bear to the hard rock type are in a 
measure suggestive of their deriva- 
tion from a limestone of pre-Pliocene 
times or possibly older Miocene, On 
the other hand, the white color, earthy 
appearance, lower percentage of phos 
phate of lime, softness and preserva- 
tion of included fossils, suggest their 
origin from a marl or earthy friable 
limestone, 

The deposits of pebble, plate rock 
and soft phosphates east of the Kocene 
area are regarded as nearly equivaleaut 
in age to theland pebble beds of South 
Florida. The growth of the peninsula 
since Eocene times hus been chiefly 
westward; hence it is on the eastern 
side of the rock phosphate belt that 
the sediments derived from it and 
material carried in solution have been 
deposited in the hollows of the older 
limestone in}jwell-developed beds of in- 
dividual character 
GENISIS OF THE RIVER PEBBLE PHOSPHATE, 

The origin of the river pebble was 
doubtless somewhat similar to that of 
the land pebble, and the subsequent 
leaching out of the carbonate, which 
set nodules and casts free, and, ac- 
cording to the locality in which it 
took place, permitted their accum ula- 
tion as a superticial layer just be- 
| neath the soil or as bars in the rivers,

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The Pioneer of German Quinine. 


The Pharm. Zeitung recently con- 
tained an interesting article on the 
origin of the German quinine indus- 
try. Quinine, as every chemist is ex- 
pected to know, was discovered in 
‘rance in 1820 by Pelletier aud Caven- 
tou, who for some years following its 
discovery the manufacture of the drug 
remained principally a French indus- 
try. But in 1826 Mr. J. D. Riedel, of 
the Schweizer Apotheke, in Berlin, 
animated by the desire to create in 
his own country an industry which 
should prevent large sums of German 
money flowing into’the coffers of the 
French guinine manufacturers every 
year (for quinine was rapidly replac- 
ing cinchona bark as an antifebrile in 
German prescriptions), began to pre- 
pare the alkaloid in a small experi- 
mental way for use in his own phar- 
et In the folloving year Mr. 
Riedel sold his first ‘‘wholesale”’ batch 
of sulphate of quinine, consisting of 
448 oz. to the Berlin drug firm of 
Braumuller & Sohn. For this quao- 
tity he received 2,469 thalers (the thaler 
was equal to three marks), or about 
16s 6d per oz. But as Mr. Riedel 
bought the raw material from the firm 
to whom he sold his quinine, and the 
bill for the particular batch of raw 
material to produce this lotof quinine 
came to 2,614 thalers (representing 
1,960 lbs of ‘‘Cortex China Regia’’), 
the pioneer of the new German indus- 
try concluded that to ensure the suc- 
cess of the work upon the accomplish- 
mentof which he had had: et his heart, 
he must,without dallying, look around 
for a more economical source of sup- 
ply. With this end in view he entered 
into correspondence with the Preus- 
sifche Seehandlungs-Societat in Ham- 
burg, a company which at that time 
imported most of the cinchona used 
in German, —South America was then, 
of course, the only field of production. 
The Seehandlung sent Mr. Riedel 50 
lbs of bark to experiment with, the 
result of the trial being a yield of 551 
grammes sulphate of quinine. The 


apotheker then agreed with the come | 


pany to treat 10,000 Ibs of bark for 


them, and give them the wnole of the | 
recovered alkaloids, at a payment of | 
40 thalers per 100 lbs of bark worked, | 


or £600 for the whole parcel of about 
4% tons. Mr. Riedel’s quinine gave 
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great satisfaccion. Like the French 
article, it was put np in one, two and 
three oz phials, and the first 100 oz 
manufactured were sent by the See- 
handlung to their Stettin branch for 
export. This batch is believed to 
be the first quinine of German manu- 
facture ever sent out of the country. 
When Mr. Riedel had worked through 
a little more than half the quantity 
agreed upon, he wrote to his prin- 
cipals for payment of two thousand 
thalers on account. In his applica- 
tion for this advance Mr. Riedel 
incidently observes: “I have now a 
quinine factory which wants for noth- 
ing except a continuous supply of 
raw material.’’ The apoteker received 
the payment on account. and then 
sent to his principals a detailed state- 
ment of the yield of the cinchona he 
had treated for them, showing that 
10,000 Ibs. of bark had produced 2,500 
ozs. sulphate of quinine, and ex- 
pressing the hope that 100 ozs. more 
would be recovered from the residue. 
The average yield. therefore, was 27°65 
ozs. quinine in 100 lbs. of bark, or 
about1% per cent. This was much 
below the result of the trial batch, 
which had yielded an equivalent of 
over 36 0z. quinine per 100 lbs of bark. 
At this the directors of the Seehand- 
lung were greatly annoyed, and they 
addressed to Mr. Riedel an ill-tem- 
pered, sharply-worded letter, in which 
they contrasted the result of his man- 
ufacturing with that of his experi- 
mental work, and stated that a Ham- 
burg chemist, who was working some 
ofthe same kind of bark for them 
concurrently with Mr. Riedel, had ob- 
tained as much as 32 oz of quinine per 
100 lbs. They also complained that 
the price of qunine had dropped from 
6 to 5's and even to 5 thalers per oz, 
insinuated that Mr. Riedel was but a 
poor chemist at the best, suggested 
that he had better buy outright the 
9,485 lbs of bark yet unworked at 38 
silbergroschen per Ib, or 11,000 thalers 
for the lot, and in conclusion, desired 
to commence no fresh dealings with 
him. 


The correspondence relating to this 
incident has been preserved, and reads 
quaintly enoughin the light of subse- 
quent diseoveries concerning the in- 
constancy of the alkaloidal value of 
bark and the varying proportion of its 
alkaloids—matters of whicb little or

any rate to the Seehandlung. The 
enterprising apotheker, however, 
guessed the cause of the discrepancy, 
and in his reply hinted at it as plainly 
as he dared to do in his high and 
mighty patrons. 


“‘The honored letter of a Most Es- 
timable Board of Seehandlungs-diree- 
tors, dated 21 April, 1828,’’ begins Mr. 
Riedel’s old fashioned missive, ‘‘I 
have received yesterday, and I per- 
ceive from it with great regret that I 
am blamed, in hard words, for the 
smallness of the yield of quinine. 
These words are the more painful to 


me because I have tbe conviction that |

of it would probably not realize a 
much higher price than 274 0z of 
mine.”’ 

Thus wrote old Mr. Riedel, in de- 
fence of his conduct, and, like the 
honest fellow he was, paid back to the 
Seehandlung their 2,000 thaler ad- 
vance, took over all the bark they had 
given him to work, at a total price of 
12,200 thalers, and kept the qainine for 
his own account, selling it at the rate 
of 90 thalers the old pound of 470 
grammes, while the less beautiful 
Hamberg quinine was worth 80 thalers 
only. The explanation of the infe- 
riority of the latter was probably that 
it contained all the subsidiary sults,

By reason of the higher price of car- 
bolic acid, as compared with crude 
cresol, itis to the interest of manu- 
facturers to carry the separation as 
far as possible. This is effected by 
condensers surrounded by hot car- 
bolic acid, adjusted so that only car- 
bolic acid distils over, while cresol 
vapor is condensed and falls back 
into the still. Correctly, therefore, 
what is now termed crude ecarbolic 
acid should be termed crude cresol. 
The observations of Ohlmuller, 
Jager and Frankel have shown that 
cresols—when dissolved in sulphudic 
acid—excel all other substance ofthe 
aromatic series as disinfecting ma- 
terials. It is therefore remarkable 
that crude cresol has not been in- 
cluded in the German Arzneibuch, 
although in the previous pharmaco- 
poia it appeared under the name of 
crude carbolic acid. Notwithstand- 
ing the inapplicability of crude cresol 
in its natural condition for disinfect- 
ing purposes, by reason of its density 
and insolubility,a number of prepara- 
tions of it have been introduced by 
which these objections have been 
overcome. These may be grouped in 
two classes, those which form with 
water a milky liquid and those which 
give aclear solution. The former in- 
clude sapocarbol II, creolin, and cre- 


solin, which consists of mixtures of 
resin soap with crude cresol, contain- 
ing naphthalin and other hydro- 
carbons of coal tar. Another kind 
of creolin (Artmann’s) consists of cre- 
sol —— acid, in which tar hy- 
drocarbons are dissolved and they 
separate on the addition of water, 
forminga milky liquid. The prep- 
arations of the second class consist of 
cresol, dissolving in various menstrua 
but free from admixtures of the hy- 
drocarbons, which cause milkiness 
on dilution with water. The different 
kinds of sapocarbol are of this nature, 
being solutions of cresols in soap so- 
lution, and they differ chiefly in the 

reater or less purity of the cresol 
rom which they are made. Lysol is 
a preparation of the same character. 
Solveol is a neutral solution of cresols 
in cresotate of soda. It forms a clear 
solution even with calcereous water, 
while sapocarbol or lysol give, in that 
case, a turbid solution in consequence 
of the soap they contain. Solutol isa 
solution of cresols in cresolate of 
soda. Recently another preparation 
has been brought out under the name 
ofsaprol. It is a mixture of crude 
cresols with liquid hydrocarbons, 
which have the effect of reducing the 
specific gravity, so that though the 
mixture is but little soluble it floats 
on the surface of the water, forming a 
film, from which the soluble portion 
is taken up by the water and exer- 
cises a disinfecting action, while the 
layer of oil at the surface hinders the 
evolutions of disagreeable odors or 
the dissemination of hurtful or- 
gaunism. The chief objection to its 
use is inflammability.

SATURDAY EVENTING, July 9 1892. 

The month has opened with a fair 
amount of activity. but at the same 
time the volume of business has been 
disappointing to those who had be- 
lieved that the second half of the 
year would be a decided improvement 
upon the first six months and who 
had looked for an improvement with 
the beginning of the current month. 
Since we last wrote trading has 
been almost solely confined to trans- 
actions in small jobbing quantities 
and there is little in the situation that 
calls for specia]) comment. 

_ Albumen.—The market is almost en- 
tirely bare of supplies of egg, as the 
old stocks have been used up and 
the manufacturers are only just be- 
ginning to turn out new supplies. 
The indications are that the output 
will be much smaller than usual, for 
the reason that the makers cannot 
find an adequate outlet for the yolks 
on the other side. The market closed 
very firm at 40@44c, with an upward 
tendency. Blood remains steady at 
previous prices, but there is not much 
demand for it, such transactions as 
come under our notice being entirely 
in jobbing quantities. 

Alizarine.—We have to report a very 
quiet market as we hear of no business 
outside of the small jobbing sales that 
are made to satisfy the present re- 
quirements of consumption. In spite 
ofa dull market prices are maintained, 
and we have to repeat our quotations 
of 16@19¢ as to quantity and seller. 

Aniline Colors.—There has been no 
improvement in this market since our 
last. Buyers take only what they 
actually require for present needs, and 
prices are more or less nominal. The 
upward movement in the price of 
aniline oil has been checked by reports 
of a weaker market for the raw ma- 
terial on the other side. Still prices 
are without actual change, the quota- 
tions remaining 15@17c as to quantity 
and quality. The demand is light. 
There has been no improvement in 
aniline salt and none is likely to occur 
for some time to come. The market 
is without animation and the quota- 
— of 13@13% are more orless nom 
inal. 

Bichromate of Potash.—The market 
remains quiet as buyers are not dis- 
posed to take more than they actually 
require for present use. However, a 
firm feeling prevails and prices are 
maintained at 104%@lle for either 
Scotch or American, as to quantity, 
but we understand that large buyers 
are able to do a trifle better, 

Cutch.—The market is exceedingly 
dull. Most buyers believe that by 
holding off they will be able to satisfy 
their wants later at much lower prices, 
for it is generally understood that 
there is some very cheap stock on the 
way. In the meantime holders of 
spot goods are not disposed to modify 
their quotations and although they 
cannot induce buyers to tuke more 
than enough to cover their most urgent 
present necessities they firmly adhere 
to previous quotations. From store 
64%@7c is quoted as to quantity, but 
for forward delivery 6c is quoted as 
acceptable and it is intimated that 
bids of a shade less would not be 
turned down. 

Divi Divi.—There has been no im- 
provement in the demand and prices 
are entirely nominal. The quotations 
are $50@60 as to quality, but we un- 
derstand there is some stuck to be had 
at less money, though the quality is 
not such as to attract the average 
buyer. 

Dyewoods.—Little or no stock is 
coming forward and such as finds its 
way here is held at high prices. There 
is some interest shown by buyers 
whose stocks are running low, but 
they are not inclined to pay the prices 
demanded and consequently very little 
business is being done. A lot of 250 
tons Cape wood, which arrived dur- 
ing the week has been sold at $28. A 
small stock of Pt du Pays is on the 
dock, but as upward of $32 is de- 
manded for it, no sales have been 
made. The extracts arein very fair 
demand at previous prices, but there 
is no particular activity. 

Gambier.—The demand for con- 
sumption is beginning to improve, 
and on jobbing orders a very good 
business has been done within the 
week, though most consumers are 
not disposed to increase the size of 
their orders at present, prefering to 
buyfrom hand to mouth in the ex- 
peeeees ot lower prices later on, 

he downward tendency of prices, 


however, seems to have been 
checked, at least for the moment, and 
we find a fairly steady market for 
spot goods. Since we last wrote about 
700 bales have been sold from store at 
44@4%c as to quantity. Most hold- 
ers now wanting 4%e for further lots. 
Future are neglected, and 4c is still 
quoted for shipments, and the price 
is more or less nominal. The situa- 
tion is viewed in our editorial col- 
umns this week. 

Nutgalls.—There have been no new 
develop nents in this market during 
the week. The demand is very slow, 
and we only find retail sales to report, 
Prices ate more or less nominal at 
15%@16%c for ordinary Alleppo, 16% 
@i7c for prime, and 124%@14¢ for Chi- 
nese, as to quality, quantity and 
seller. 

Picric Acid.—The market remains 
dull, but there has been no futher 
change in quotations, which are nom- 
inally 24@25c, as to quantity. 

Sumac.—The demand is almost en- 
tirely confined to small jobbing lots, 
but a steady feeling prevails. We 
continue to quote, $62 50@67 50 for 
Sicily, as to quantity, position and 
brand, and $42 50@47 50 for Virginia. 
No sales of consequence of either 
kind have been reported since the 
date of our last. 

Starch —Although there is only a 
light demand for corn starch the mar- 
ket is firm, owing to the limited sup- 
ply. There is nothing doing for ex- 
port, such demand as there is com- 
ing entirely from home consumers. 
We quote 2%@2%c as to quantity. 
Potato starch is firmer, owing to the 
limited supply and an active con- 
suming demand. For a long time 
the market has been in a stagnant 
condition, but latterly more interest 
has been shown by buyers, and the 
demand is expected to hold good 
until, at least, the new crop comes in 
in the fall. Prices are very firm at 
3%@4e. Wheat starch is quiet, and 
prices are nominal and unchanged. 





Boston Dye Market. 
(Special to the RevokTEs.) 

Gambier.—There is rather more ac- 
tivity noted than there was at the 
time of the last writing, but with 
prices held steady and unchanged at 
44%4@4%c for ex store, and at 4c for 
shipment. Cn! es continue quiet and 
steady at unchanged prices. 

Sumac.—At the advance noted, Sici- 
ly holds steady and in good demand 
at $63@65. Virginia is still quiet at 
$40@42. 

Cutch—This article is in a peculiar 
position as concerns the market to ar- 
rive, and, to say nothing of the weak 
condition at the present time,a slump 
s inevitable if tremendous receipts, 
and an indifferent demand can bring 
about such a condition of things. An 
enormous supply will be upon the 
market in a very few weeks, and 
there will be a precipitation and great 
weakness is probable.Indeed the mar- 
ket is already feeling the influence of 
the near arrival of these stocks. The 
shipments since January 31st are as 
follows: For February, 6,750 bags; 
March, 500 bags; April, 24,750 bags; 
May, 12,000 bags and June 10,000 bags, 
making a total of 54,000 bags. The 
quotations are weak as follows: 8. M. 
and H. 'l., 7c; Star B., 74@7%e; 
afloat, 54%c;for shipment, 54%@5\c. 

Indigo.—There is again a very ac- 
tive business doing in indigo, aad the 
market is more active than it has 
been for many weeks, indeed, for 
several months, probably. There is 
not anything that is acceptable to 
buyers at less than 87%c, and the 
market is wholly depleted of 
Gauds. Kurpahs have had quite un 
active demand and are still in good 
request. As will be observed by the 
quotations below, Guatemala has 
been advanced. Bengals are also 
moving freely, and some 150 to 200 

| chests have been moved here since 
| the last writing. The position isa 
; firm one on all grades, and advices 
| from London, speaking of a good deal 
| of activity there, do not tend to lessen 
the feeling now prevalent on this 


|market. Ruling quotations are as

Failures in 1892. 


‘That business has been exception- 
* aily good during the first half of 1892 
is clearly shown by vhe semi-annual 
report issued by the commercial agen- 
cies. The failures of the first six 
months of the the present year num- 
ber 5,503, as against 6,074 during the 
same period in 1891—adecrease of 571. 
The total liabilities of all the failures 
which occurred in the first six months 
of(1892, are $62,273,680, while for the 
same period in 1891 they were $92,416,- 
267, a decrease of $30,142,587. The 
failures in some of the Southern States 
were greater in number than for the 
previous comparative period. In Mis- 
sissippi they numbered 147, with lia- 
bilities of $1,830,347, against 127 fail 
ures with liabilities $914,418 for the 
first six months of 1891. In Missouri 
the failures were nine more than in 
1891, while the liabilities in 1891 were 
nearly four times as great as in 1892. 
In Texas there were 244 failures with 
liabilities of $3,110,796 in 1891, 213 with 
liabilities of $3,393,762. In numbers 
and extent of liabilities this is greater 
than the record of many States of 
much larger population.

The reports from the commercial 
centers of the Southern States indi- 
cate a large reduction in the acreage 
of cotton, and an increase of area de- 
voted to breadstuffs. The reports are 
by no means discouraging, although 
all complain of the low price of cotton. 
The supply of money has been ample 
and rates have been comparatively 
low. Reports as to the outlook indi- 
cate that the disasterif it may so be 
called, of low-griced cotton, has not 
had such a depressing effect as some 
would have us believe.

Recent Patents. 

478,067. Method of Manufacturing 
Nitrate of Ammonia. Filed Aug. 
20,1890. Issued June 28, 1892. 

Cluim.—1. The improvement in de- 
hydrating nitrate of ammonia, which 
consists in reducing the nitrate to and 
maintaining it in aliquefied or melted 
condition under high temperatures 
approximating to the decomposing 
limit and then injecting into the mass 
blasts of air for conveying therefrom 
all watery matter. 

2. The improvement in dehydrating 
nitrate of ammonia, which consists in 
reducing the nitrate to a liquefied or 
melted condition under high temper- 
ature, then mechanically agitating 
the mass and also injecting blasts of 
air into the liquefied mass for obviat- 
ing liability of injury to the nitrate 
for decomposition from overheating, 
and also for speedily eliminating 
watery vapors, substantially as de- 
scribed. 

3. The improvement in the process 
of manufacturing nitrate of ammonia, 
which consists in dehydrating the 
nitrate while in a melted condition by 
mechanical agitation accompanied 
with the injection of air into the mass 
for obviating liability of injury to the 
nitrate from overheating, and also for 
speedily eliminating watery vapors, 
then cutting off the air, cooling the 
nitrate, and developing it into grains 
by mechanical agitation while cooling, 
substantially as described.

Sketch of the Phosphates of Florida. 
(Continued from page 37). 

The combinations into which P,O, 
enters in the phosphates of Florida 
are, in the order of preference, those 
of lime, alumina and iron. Where 
the type-rock of the class is ap- 
proached its combination with alu- 
mina and iron is at aminimum, but 
at tue other extreme, where either | 
sand or clay forms a conspicuous 
part, a considerable percentage of | 
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| P.O, is combined with the iron and 
alumina. 

The fluorine, which universally oc- 
curs as a constituent of Florida phos- 
phates, is of both scientific and prac- 
tical importance, but the investiga- 
tions concerning it are yet in their in- 
cipiency and willnot beara statement 
as to the geological or economic bear- 
ing of the mineral. 

The deteriorating constituents of 
all phosphates are chiefly the insolu- 
ble matters, the carbonate of lime and 
the oxides of iron and alumina. Of 
these the first in reasonable amount 
is of least importance, since its effect 
is chiefly mechanical. The second 
has in addition a chemical disability 
in that it takes up a certain amount 
of sulphuric acid in the manufacture 
of superphosphates. The objections 
to the last are many, as they tend to 
cause an acid phosphate to revert 
with a direct loss of P,O,, and render 
the product moist and sticky and al- 
most impossible to dry. Phosphate 
buyers, therefore, usually limit the 
contents in Al,(Fe,)O, to 4 per cent., 
deducting for each unit of these con- 
stituents above this percentage the 
equivalent in phosphate of lime which 
might become available from the 
P,O, taken up by the Fe,(Al,)O,.
